WAS ARBUCKLE MURDERED? 





DENVER POLITICIAN FOUND UN- 
CONSCIOUS IN HARLEM. 





He Died Without 
Watch and Money Gone — No 
Marks of Violence — Police 
Think Potson Was Used. 


The Police Department is investigating 
what may turn out to be a case of assault 
or poisoning and robbery. So strong are the 
indications of foul play that after an au- 
topsy the stomach and other internal or- 


gans of the victim were ordered by Coroner 
Tuthill to be submitted to expert chemical 
analysis. 

Frank P. Arbuckle, a wealthy mine owner 
and politician of Denver, parted from his 
host, Fred Feigl, editor of The Tammany 
Times, at 4 o’clock Wednesday afternoon 
in apparent good health and spirits. His 
movements can be traced for an hour and 
a half after that, and then there is a break 
until he was found unconscious and dying 
on the edge of a vacant lot at One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-third Street and Eighth Ave- 
nue at 3 o’clock yesterday morning. A po- 
liceman of the West One Hundred and Fifty- 
second Street Police Station found him. A 
patrol wagon was summoned, but before 
the station house was reached he died. 

When Mr. Feigl left Mr. Arbuckle the 
latter had in his possession a fine gold 
watch and chain and a large sum of money. 
He also wore a handsome overcoat. When 
he was found the money, watch, and over- 
coat were missing. 

The autopsy held by Dr. O’Hanlon, Cor- 
oner Tuthill’s physician, revealed no bruises 
of any kind on Mr. Arbuckle’s body, but the 
unusually irritated condition of the stom- 
ach and the pinhead hemorrhages in the 
mucous membrane might have been pro- 
duced by “ knock-out drops.’ 


Where Mr. Arbuckle Was Found. 


A series of vacant lots on the west. side 
of Eighth Avenue extends from One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-second to One Hundred and 
Fifty-fourth Street. They lie fully eight 
feet below the level of the sidewalks, and 
at the edge of each is a sharp decliyvity. 

Policeman Perschinsky of the West One 
Hundred and Fifty-second Street Police 
Station passed along-these lots about 2:30 
Wednesday morning, and heard nothing sus- 
picious, Ten minutes later Acting Rounds- 
man John J. McLaughlin of the same pre- 
cinct was passing. He heard the labored 
breathing of a man. The sound came from 
the weeds at the top of the embankment. 
He found Mr. Arbuckle lying face down- 
ward and uncoriscious on the ground near 
a bill-board about, thirty feet from the 
southwest corner of One Hundred and 
Fifty-third Street, on Eighth .Avenue. 
When the hastily summoned patrol wagon 
reached the station Mr. Arbuckle was dead, 
and Ambulance Surgeon Rossman of the 
Manhattan Hospital, after a brief diagnosis, 
said death was due to heart failure. 

In Mr. Arbuckle’s pockets were found a 
number of letters addressed to him in care / 
of The Tammany Times. some shares in 
a Cripple Creek Mining Company, a dollar 
in small change, and a few trinkets. 

Police Take the Cuse. 

Fred -Feigl, editor of The Tammany 
Times, was notified, and early yesterday 
morning he visited the police station and 
identified the body. His statement as to 
the loss of the watch and money set the po- 
lice to investigating. They traced Mr. Ar- 
buckle’s movements from the time he left 
Mr. Feigl in front of Tammany Hall at 4 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon until 5:30 
o’clock, when he left the office of the Am- 
mon Investment Company, at 27 Union 
Square. He said at that place he was going 
to Mr. Feigl’s for dinner. 

The next information came from Charles 
Horsman, a barkeeper at the Atlanta 
Casino, One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street 
and Eighth Avenue. Horsman said that a 
man answering Mr. Arbuckle’s description 
entered the Casino at 11 o’clock Wednesday 
night with a number ofhangers-on. The man 
had been drinking. He wore a large gold 
watch chain and exhibited a roll of bills. 
He remained at the Casino until about 
midnight, treating his followers and talk- 
ing. When he left, some of the men fol- 
lowed him out. Horsman thought they were 
friends, who would take care of him, and 
dismissed the matter from his mind until

not receive full credit, as his description 
does not fully agree with that of the de- 
ceased. 

When it was learned that Mr. Arbuckle 
undoubtedly was robbed, the murder the- 
ory was advanced. Capt. Kirchner, in 
charge of the One Hundred and Fifty-sec- 
ond Street Police Station, said: 

“It appears to me that the man was cer- 
tainly the victim of knock-out drops. His 
death may have been due to heart failure, 
but I think his heart was affected by the 
stuff poured into his whisky by the man 
who robbed him.,”’ 

Detective Sergeant Vallely and Detective 
Manion of Police Headquarters were de- 
tailed on the case. They refused to say 
what they had learned. 

Mr. Arbuckle was Chairman of the Demo- 
cratie State Central Committee of Colo- 
rado and Receiver of Public Money at Den- 
ver. He was born in 1852 at Erie, Penn., 
where aged parents still reside. 

He came to this city Nov. 9, partly on 
business and partly to recuperate from the 
effect of the recent campaign. He first 
stopped at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, but a 
few days later went to visit Mr. Feig). 
About a week ago he wrote for his wife to 
eome East, and she immediately started. 


Mr. Fiegl’s Statement. 

In speaking of his friend, Mr, Feig] said 
yesterday: 

“Mr, Arbuckle, as Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee of Colorado, elect- 
ed the entire State ticket and gave Mr. 
Bryan a plurality of 120,000. Through his 
efforts the committee subscribed about 
$130,000 to the National Committee, or one- 
third of its entire fund. He was largely 
interested in mines in Cripple Creek, Cen- 
tral City, and Arizona. His business here 
Was partly in the line of his mining inter- 
ests.”’ 

Mr. Feigl is inclined to doubt the murder 
theory. ‘“‘ My idea,” he said, “is that Mr. 
Arbuckle concluded not to come home to 
dinner, but ate elsewhere. After that he 
went to some theatre. He was unacquaint- 
ed with the city, and when he started home 
he became bewildered. He got on an ele- 
vated train, and while waiting for the guard 
to call out Thirty-eighth Street. was taken 
to One Hundred and Fifty-fifth Stréet. 
There the guards told him to get out. Not 
knowing where he was, he may have start- 
ed to walk home. At One Hundred and 
Fifty-third Street he was seized with heart 
failure and fell where he was found.” Mr. 
Feigl said Arbuckle was not a drinking 
man. 

Theories are at variance as to when the 
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tered, were taken by Mr. Arbuckle. Police 
Captain Kirchner inclines to the theory that 
he was given them down town, and was so 
dazed that he went to One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth Street, where he was robbed. 
Capt. Kirchner further contended that his 
district was the quietest place in town, and 
that such a robbery by any one residing in 
the neighborhood was improbable. 

Another story is told by some of the resi- 
dents. - One of thom said yesterday that 
some of the toughest men in the city can be 
found in the neighborhcod. They may not 
have robbed and murdered Arbuckle, but if 
they knew he had money he would have a 
hard time getting away. 


Autopsy Held. 


Coroner Tuthill took charge of the body 
and late in the afternoon it was removed to 
the undertaking establishment of Owen 
Dugan, 408 West Thirty-eighth Street. At 
this place Dr. O’Hanlon performed the 
autopsy last night. After it was over, he 
said that there was but one small bruise 
about Mr. Arbuckle’s*head, and that was 
under the left ear. This was so slight, how- 
ever, that it could not be considered as hav- 
ing anything to do with his death, It 
seemed to be the result of the fall at the 
time of his death. The stomach, however, 
Was markedly inflamed, especially around 
the cardiac orifice. Then, again, there were 
pin-head hemorrhages along the mucous 
membrane. The inflammation was also 
marked at other points of the stomach. 
While this inflammation could have been 
produced by excessive drinking, Dr. O’Han- 
lon said, yet the condition warranted him in 
submitting the organs to Prof. Witthaus, 
the chemist of the University of New-York, 
for chemical analysis. Coroner Tuthill de- 
clined also to express any opinion. 

Mr. Arbuckle was an honorary member 
of Tammany Hall, and was very well known 
to the leaders. John C. Sheehan, when in- 
formed of the death, said he had known 
the deceased for several years, and was 
shocked. He said Mr. Arbuckle was well- 
known as an ardent Bryan man, and one 
of the leading Democrats of the far West. 





MRS. ARBUCKLE NOTIFIED. 





Denver Friends Sent a Telegram to 
Her on the Train. 


OMAHA, Nov. 19.—Mrs. Frank Arbuckle 
Was a passenger for New-York on the Union 
Pacific train that passed through this city 
at 4:45 o’clock this afternoon. She said she 
had received the notice of the death of her 
husband at 11 o’clock in the morning, a tel- 
egram having been sent to her by friends in 
Denver. 

She said Mr. Arbuckle visited New-York 
Several times a year, and usually stopped 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. This time; how- 
ever, Mr. Fiegl invited them to visit him, 
and she was on her way to do so. She said 
she had not thought of the funeral, but 
would go East as,fast as possible. 





IN POLITICS AND BUSINESS, 





Mr. Arbuckle Was Prominent in Den- 
ver—His Career. 


DENVER, Nov. 19.—Frank P. Arbuckle’s 
home was at Highlands, a suburb of this 
city. He married Miss Emma Swift of 
Fond du Lac, Wis., who, with two sons and 
a daughter, Mrs. I. N. Darrow. of Denver, 
survive him. He was a telegraph operator 
at Russell, Kan., when he went West years 
ago from his native city, Erie, Perin. After- 
ward’ he became active in politics, and re- 
moved to Colorado. 
Under the first Cleveland Administration 
Mr. Arbuckle was appointed receiver of 
the Land Office at Lamar. He was Presi- 
dent of the Denver Water Works Com- 
pany. He perfected and successfully oper- 
ated the Beaver Brook Water Company 
and the Mountain Water Company, which 
supplied the citizens of Highlands, and the 
Denver-Highlands Electric Company. He 
was appointed receiver of the Land Office 
at Denver under the present Administra- 
tion. The American District Telegraph 
Company of this city was organized by him. 
He went East just after the election to 
close a large mining deal. 





WELL KNOWN IN CHICAGO, 





Mr. Arbuckle Had Three Properties 
Listed in Mining Exchange. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—Frank P. Arbuckle 
was known to every member’of-the Mining 
Stock Exchange here, of which he was an 
associate since its organization. Three of his 
mining properties are listed on the ex- 
change, and he had several other stocks 
which are paying good dividends. 

It is said he would have been a million- 
aire but for reverses in speculative mining. 
He was President of the Cripple Creek and 
Consolidated Gold Mining Company of Den- 
ver. On the local exchange, Mr. Arbuckle 
controlled the Cripple Creek and Central 
City Company, of which he was President, 
and Delaware Chief Mine, in Gilpin County. 
He also held a large block of Medinah Mine 
shares. 





HUNTING FOR RICH WRECKS. 





Two Captains Searching for Treasure 
Off the Jerséy Coast, 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 19.—Capts. 
Japhet and Clinton Townsend, two sea- 
men well known in this vicinity, are cruis- 
ing in Townsend’s Inlet and along the 
shores of Seven-Mile Beach in a small two- 
masted schooner in search of wrecks that 
are known to contain valuable cargoes. 
They have located the ship Merrimac, which 
was sunk near the north bar of Townsend’s 
Inlet thirty years ago. She went down in 
a northeast gale, carrying with her a rich 
cargo of pig iron. The Townsends’ divers 
have been down to the vessel and they are 
confident of securing the iron. 

The two Captains are also preparing to 
relieve the English steamship Nupur, which 
was wrecked on the Townsend Inlet bar 
in 1884, of 1,000 tons of pig iron, valued at 
$15,000. . 

Another search will also be made for the 
wreck of the Spanish gatleon Montezuma, 
which went down mear Hereford Inlet 
many years ago, having on board over 
$1,000,000 in gold and silver bullion. This 
treasure was never recovered.

CHURCH FIGHTING THATCHER. 





Mormons Divided Over the Utah Sen- 
atorship. 


SALT LAKE, Nov. 19.—The candidacy of 
Moses Thatcher for the office of United 
States Senator has started what promises 
to be a renewal of the old fight between 
the Mormon Church and the State, Mr. 
Thatcher, who held the high office of 
Apostle in the church a year ago, became 
a candidate for a political office without 
obtaining the consent of the Apostles, and 
at the same time issued an edict, the effect 
of which was that all Mormons were re- 
quired to obtain the consent of the church 
authorities before becoming candidates for 
public office. The dignitaries of the church 
pursued Thatcher with a demand that he 
apologize for his action and humble him- 
self before the First Presidency of the 
church. This he steadfastly has refused to 
do, maintaining that neither as a church- 
man nor as a citizen has he done anything 
that needs retraction. bis est 

He has been suspended from exercising 
the functions of his ecclesiastical position 
and denied entrance ta the Mormon Tem- 
ple. Now he has announced himself again 
as.a candidate for.United States Senator 
as a representative of “‘ Young Utah,’’ and 
an opponent of the principle of keeping 
the Mormon people in chains forged by the 
priesthood. --/ ys 
The Legislature is three-quarters Mormon, 
and to what extent the members, after en- 
joying several-years of political freedom, 
can be whipped into line by the church is 
uncertain. The Gentile members, most of 
whom had other candidates, are now a unit 
for Thatcher, and they will be joined by the 
younger and’ more progressive men of the 
Mormon faith. 





A CHICAGO ELOPEMENT CLUB. 





Said to Exist Among the Girls of the 
High School. 


ICAGO, Nov. 19.—It is believed that an 
elopement club exists among the girls of 
the High School in Hyde Park. Four girls 
have eloped within eighteen months, mar- 
rying the men. In all cases the departure 
of the girls has been received by their 
comrades in the most matter-of-fact way, 
and it is asserted that an organization has 
been formed among them, the members of 
which are to elope within two years after 
joining. 

They assist each other in the matter, and 
are bound by laws regulating the details 
of their conduct. The last member to elope 
is Jessie Jennings, a senior, who ran off 
yesterday with A. R. Wickheimer, and mar- 
ried him in Milwaukee. The couple will re- 
turn to 5,718 Kimbark Avenue to-morrow 
for forgiveness and lunch. Mrs. Jennings 
is not sure they will get either. Among 
some of the club’s rules are these: 
“Absolute secrecy as to time and par- 
ticulars of elopement shall be maintained 
even between members.” ‘ 
“Membership shal be limited to seven,. 
and shali cease the moment the wedding 
ring is placed on a true sister’s finger.”’ 
“Boys under eighteen years are not to 
be considered responsible.”’ : 
“Trunks and trousseaus absolutely for- 
bidden. Long wedding trips are also 
barred.’’ 

“Each departing member shall suggest a 
sister to take her place.” 





A New-York Bank Gets Its Money.

J.,, Nov. 19.—The first 
thing Capt. Cochran saw this morning as 
he opened the shutters of his bedroom win- 
dow was a huge rainbow arched over old 
Nassau Hall and extending from horizon to 
horizon.

Two halves of fifteen minutes 
were played, and the ’Varsity “tore up” 
the scrub in fine style. All the regulars 
were in their positions, but Kelly twisted 
his knee slightly, and Reiter took his 
place. Baird also retired: early to give 
Wheeler a chance at full back, where he 
will play if any mishap should befall Baird. 
Bannard was again out, and played with 
dash and spirit, although he seemed slight- 
ly overworked.

A KANSAS SILVER SCHEME. 





Plan to Make the Mexican Dollar a 
Legal Tender. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 19.—The Populist 
leaders of ‘Kansas ‘propose to pass a law 
through the Kansas Legislature this Win- 
ter making Mexican silver dollars legal 
tendere They do not hold that the coin 
could be made legal tender for obligations 
existing prior to the passage of the act, but 
profess to believe that they could make it a 
legal tender as to future debts and con- 
tracts. 

The advocates. of this scheme say the 
Constitution of the United States simply 
says that no State shall make anything but 
“gold and silver” legal tender, and that 
it does not specify against foreign coin of 
those metals.- They also allege that Con- 
gress on several occasions has made for- 
eign coins legal tender. 

The originator of the scheme is S. S. 
King, who is announced as a candidate for 
United States Senator to succeed Peffer. 





Silver Men Propose Emigration, 


MOLINE, Ill, Nov. 19.—Disgruntled sil- 
verites who have lost hope of converting 
the United States to their financial views 
are making plans to start a colony in 
Guatemala, where they can carry out the 
free-coinage policy undisturbed. A call for 
a meeting to take definite steps toward that 
end has been issued, and mechanics, pro- 
fessional men, and farmers have been in- 
vited to attend.

McKinley Has a Majority of Ninety- 
seven Over Bryan. 


The latest returns from Kentucky, Wyo- 
ming, the Dakotas, and other close States 
give Bryan one vote in Kentucky, the three 
votes of Wyoming, and the four votes of 
South Dakota. 

In the last-named State, the Bryan Elec- 
tors have only 191 votes more than the 
McKinley Electors.

BE HEARS KIND WORDS FROM 
NEIGHBORING PASTORS. 


His Fiftieth Anniversary as Pastor 
of the Church of the Pilgrims, 
Celebrated with 
Speeches and a Gift 
of $5,000. 


The jubilee services in honor of Dr’ Rich- 
ard Salter Storrs’s fiftieth anniversary as 
pastor of the Chtrch of the Pilgrims, 
Brooklyn, were continued yesterday, with 
& reception, speeches, music, and a pres- 
ent of $5,000 to Dr. Storrs from his parish- 


jioners. The reception took place in the 
afternoon in the church parlors, For two 
hours Dr. and Mrs. Storrs Were busy shak- 
ing the hands of visitors and receiving con- 
gratulations. 

The principal jubilee celebration was last 
night. It was on Nov. 19, 1846, that Dr. 
Storrs was installed formally as pastor of 
the church. George P. Stockwell presided 
over the services. The Rev. E. H. Bying- 
ton read a passage from Scripture, and the 
choir sang Mendelssohn’s anthem, “ How 
Lovely Are the Messengers.’”’ After prayer 
by the Rev. T. B. McLeod, D.-D., of the 
Lafayette Avenue Congregational Church, 
Mr? Stockwell made a short address of 
welcome. 

Next was the festival hymn. It was the 
same hymn, to the tune of “Auld Lang 
Syne,” that was sung on July 3, 1861, on 
the occasion of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the pastorate of Dr. Storrs’s father, the 
Rey. Dr. R. 8. Storrs, Sr., in the Braintree 
Mass., Congregational Church. 

The Rev. Charles Cuthbert Tiall of the 
First Presbyterian Churca made an ad- 
dress on behalf of che neighboring 
churches, He said tnat the Church of the 
Pilgrims was organized by members of the 
First Presbyterian Church, and read the 
names of those who seceded, many of them 
being the names of well-known persons. 
He read a congratulatory letter, signed by 
himself, in behalf-of his church; by the 
Rev. John Fox of the Second Presbyterian 
Church, and the Rev. J. Douglas Adam of 
the Reformed Church, on the Heights. 

The Rev. Dr. John Hall of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church of this city made 
an address on behalf of the churches of 
New-York. He said that one of the lessons 
Dr. Storrs had taught ministers was to 
preach the Gospel, and to the habit of 
preaching the Gospel was due the fact that 
there was never any weariness and monot- 
ony in his church, 

The Rev. Dr. George P. Fisher spoke on 
behalf of the New-England Congregational 
churches. He congratulated Dr. Storrs on 
his sterling Puritanism and on having as 
his parishioners natives of New-England or 
descendants of that section. 

The Rev. Dr. R. R. Meredith of the 
Tompkins Avenue Congregational Church 
made an address for the Brooklyn Congre- 
gationalists. He said that the most de- 
lightful part of Dr. Storrs’s sermon last 
Sunday was that part in which he de- 
clared he had never had occasion to change 
his views about the faith he adopted when 
he first entered the ministry. 

Joseph E. Brown then made a speech 
on behalf of Dr. Storrs’s parishioners, and 
presented a purse of $5,000, which was 
made up among the members of the church. 
A larger sum—$20,000—was given for repairs 
to be made in the church. 

’ Dr. Storrs replied with much feeling. 

“Whatever I have .accomplished,” he 
gaid, ‘‘has been through your influence on 
me, my dear friends. You have been kind 
enough to speak of your indebtednegs to 
me. I wish to speak of the indebtedness 
I have been constantly under to you.” 

He said that his parish had released him 
from all financial burdens and pecuniary 
anxieties.. By giving him a fifteen-months’ 
trip to Europe some years ago they had re- 
stored his health to a vigor which had not 
since failed. him.. He thanked them heart- 
ily for what they had done for him, and 
said that his relations with them had al- 
Ways been very cordial. 

The services were closed with the bene- 
diction, pronounced by Dr. Storrs.

PITTSBURG, Nov. 19.—Patfick Cronin, 
aged twenty-five, now a prisoner in the 
Western Penitentiary, made a desperate 
attempt this moériiing while’ en route from 
Erie to Pittsburg to escape from a fast 
moving train. His unsuccessful attempt 
cost the life of Thomas McCrea, Warden of 
the Erie County Jail. 

At 7 o’clock this morning Warden Mc- 
Crea and Deputy Sheriff J. F. Giebel left 
Erie, Penn.,’on the Cleveland branch of the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railway with 
sixteen men and one woman prisoners, who 
had been sentenced to serve terms in the 
Westérn Penitentiary, in Allegheny City. 
Among the prisoners was Patrick Cronin, 
sentenced’ to serve five years for train 
robbery. -The prisoners were riervots and 
excited almost from thé start, causing 
much anxiety to the officers in. charge. 
All possible precautions had: been taken. 
Crohin was handcuffed to a convict named 
Shuhart. The latter was noticed to be es- 
pecially réstless, and once or twice made 
movements as if jumping from the car 
windows. He was quieted, however, when 
Deputy Giebel presented his revolver and 
threatened. to shoot him. 

Cronin had, however, been hard at work, 
and had, unnoticed, slipped his handcuff. 
When about eleven miles out of Pittsburg, 
quicker than a flash he leaped from the car 
door, landing in a heap on the tracks, 
Warden McCrea leaped from the car after 
his man and grappled with him. The train 
was quftkly stopped, and Deputy Giebel 
went to the assistance of Warden McCrea. 


The latter was found unconscious from 
numerous bruises and cuts, and Cronin also 
seriously hurt. They were carried to the 
train and brought to Allegheny. At the 
station an ambulance from the General 
Hospital was in waiting to convey Warden 
McCrea to that institution, but he died be: 
fore the hospital was reached. A_ patrol 
wagon conveyed Cronin to the Western 
Penitentiary, where he now lies in the 
hospital department, perhaps fatally in- 


jured. 

No further trouble was experienced with 
the other prisoners after the exciting es- 
cape from the train. Warden McCrea was

FROM MEXICO. 


Cuba’s Exhausted Soil Can Give No 
More to the World. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—A report re- 
ceived at the Department of State from 
Consul General Crittenden on the cultiva- 
tion and exportation of tobacco by Mexico, 
shows that the Mexicans have made enor- 
mous strides in this industry since 1889. 
In the year 1889-90 the tobacco exports 
amounted to $948,332, and in the year 1894-95 
they were increased to $1,460,133. The ex- 
ports for the year 1895-96 are estimated at 
$1,700,000. 

The tobacco men of the United States, the 
report says, did not realize the changed 
tendency in the Havana cigar business un- 
til 1892, when England, Germany, Belgium, 
and the United States took from Mexico 
867,589 pounds of cigars and cigarettes and 


2,565,802 pounds of leaf tobacco. Two years 
later the export to these countries was in- 
creased by 1,000,000 pounds of tobacco. 

In Cuba the exhausted condition of the 
soil can give no more, and the world’s re- 
quirements of ‘“‘Havana”’ cigars can only 
be supplied through the use of Mexican 
leaf. Practically no wrapper tobacco is 
grown in Mexico. The leaf is all _filler. 
Mexico, it is further said, is not only one 
of the coming coffee countries, but is also 
a coming tobacco country. The soil of the 
tobacco region is so deep as to be practically 
inexhaustible. Moreover, its extent is 100 
times that of the Cuban tobacco region. 





AN INQUIRY AS TO TOWELS. 


It Will Be Submitted to a Board. of 
Revenue Marine Officers. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Secretary Her- 
bert has ordered a court of inquiry to meet 
at the headquarters of the United States 
Marine Corps, in this city, next Monday, to 
inquire into the circumstances of letting the 
laundry contract for the current fiscal year. 

Capt. George W. Coffin, Capt. Nicol Lud- 
low, and Pay Inspector L. A. Fraley, with 
Lieut.

AN INDIGNANT MOTHER’S SUIT. 


Her Dead Infant Was Taken from an 
Undertaking Establishment, 


FALL RIVER;~ Mass., Nov. 19.—J. T. 
Martin is a local undertaker against whom 
Dr. S. J. Kelly had a bill. The time for its 
payment having expired and Martin either 
refusing or being unable to meet it, Kelly 
placed its collection in the hands of Deputy 
Sheriff Hadfield, and an attachment for the 
removal of the contents of Martin’s under- 
taking establishment ensued. Among the 
property removed under the attachment 
was a box containing the dead body of an 
infant, for whose burial the records of the 
Board of Health state a permit had been 
issued. 

To-day Marie Leblanc, mother of the dead 
child, learned of the seizure of the body 
and commenced a suit for $10,000 damages 
against Deputy Sheriff Hadfield, in an ac- 
tion of tort. The mother explained that she 


was very ill after the child’s birth, and 
was not able to be out until a few days 
ago, and it was at her request that the body 
was not buried immediately after death. 
Deputy Sheriff Brierly was given a writ of 
attachment on Hadfield’s property, and 
Hadfield will be asked by the Board of 
Health to explain his defiance of its laws 
regarding the disposition of dead béddies.

$19,900 AT AUCTION. 


Lewis G. Tewksbury Bought the Ani- 
imal at Madison Square Garden 
Last Night After Bidding. 
Down ‘Louis W. Wormser— 

A Theatric Sale. 


Wall Street was much in evidence at 
Madison Squaré Garden last night, when 
John R. Gentry, the fastest harness horse 
in the world, with a record of_2:00%4, was 
S6ld at auction. 

“Lewis G. Tewksbury and Louis W. Worm- 


ser, both Wall Street men, though in rather 
different lines, were the competitors for 
this famous pacer, who is the nearest ap- 
proach to the “two-minute horse’”’ that 
thousands have been trying to breed und 
own. Tewksbury finally managed to land 


the prize with a bid of $19,900, which is | 


$100 léss than William Simpson, who pur- 
chased him for $7,600, put as the lowest 
figure he expected him to bring. 

Mr. Simpson was certain that he would 
fetch upward of $20,000, and there were 
many bets that that figure would be passed. 
As it was, it is the highest price ever paid 
for a pacing horse, as the reported sale of 
Johnstcn to the late Commodore Kitson for 
$20,000 was always thought by horsemen to 
have béen a “‘ padded" price. 

The sale was theatric in the extreme. 
Promptly at 8:30 the famous pacer was led 
into the Garden, a brass band that had 
been stationed in the gallery striking up 
**See the Conquéring Hero Comes,” when 
Mr. Simpson’s groom put in an appearance. 
The Garden was packed with humanity, the 
crowd being probably the largest that ever 
Saw a horse sold at auction in America. 
It iheluded quite a large number of ladies, 
who had seats in the boxes, and included 
among the horsemen about every trotting 
horse owner and driver within twenty miles 
of thé city, headed by former Secretary 
of the Navy, Gen. B. F. Tracy. 

After the applause which greeted the fa- 
mous campaigner and the music of the 
band had both subsided, the auctioneer stat- 
ed the terms of the sale, extolled the merits 
of the animal, recited briefly his well-known 
history, and then waited for bids. 

“Four thousand,” ‘“‘ Five thousand,” “ Six 
thousand,” ahd then “ Hight thousand” 
were bid in rapid succession before the auc- 
tioneer had a chance to cry the bids. The 
last figure was the bid of ‘‘ Andy” Welch, 
the breeder, owner, road driver, and book- 
maker. Then came a bid of $10,000 from 
“ Dick” Donnelly, the manager of the sta- 
bles of Louis W. Wormser. By bids of $500 
at a time it was rushed up to $12,000, this 
being bid for Mr. Wormser. 

“And $500,” shouted a tall, slim, boyish- 
looking man who had climbed to a place on 
the counter in the centre of the ring where 
he could both see and be. seén. It was 
Lewis G. Tewksbury, owner of the famous 
double team, Zemba and Aubine. 

“Fourteen thousand! ’”’ shouted Mr, 
Wormser’s representative. 

“And $500,” said Tewksbury; and the 
crowd cheered both, bidders heartily and 
impartially. Every one else dropped out, 
for the crowd recognized that it was to be 
a contest between the two Wall Street men. 
The bids came thickly enough to thake it 
lively from this on, Wormser’s man bidding 
nervously and Tewksbury as nonchalantly 
as if he was a human icicle who was rather 
annoyed at being stirred to such unwonted 
activity. é 

‘““Nineteen thousand, five hundred!” 
shouted Donnelly, and the crowd cheered. 

When the hubbub had died down a bit 
Tewksbury, from his elevated place, asked

swered the auctioneer. 

‘Well, -I’ll bid -just“$400 ‘more,’’ said 
Tewksbury, and he moved as if about to 
leave his perch and withdraw from the 
ng for the possession .of the famous ani- 
mal. 

Everyone expected to hear the twenty- 
thousand-dollar bid come quickly, and there- 
fore everyone was disappointed when Mr. 
Wormser and his superintendent, Donnelly 
withdrew from the ht.

They Charged as Expenses Thirty 
Dollars More Than They Paid. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The Navy De- 
partment, in order to deter officers from 
overcharging their traveling expenses, has 
permitted to leak out a few details of some 
Small scandal that might have led to a se- 
rious court-martial. 

Upon the occasion of their recent return 
from Nagasaki, Japan, to Seattle, Washing- 
ton, two officers of the navy, who had pur- 
chased passage tickets at a reduced rate, 
£25, the regular price of a first-class ticket 
being £31, made a claim for reimbursement 
in the Jatter sum. The matter having been 
brought to the attention of the department, 
these officers have been informed that they 
should have been aware, for a comparison of 
the laws relating to traveling expenses, the 
one providing for mileage at 8 cents a mile 


within the United States whether it is actu- 
ally spent or not, and the other for actual 
expenses outside the United States, that 
they could not be reimbursed for any larger 
sum than that actually expended by them;

was any intention on their part to defraud, 
no further action in the matter was consid- 
ered necessary. 





ELECTRICITY THE MOTOR.

The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Road Will Adopt It. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 19.—The Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad has 
consummated a deal by which it becomes 
the owner of the street railroad lines in 
Middletown, Ohio. It will at once assume 
control, and as soon as possible the street 
ear tracks will be connected with the tracks 
of the steam railway, and through cars will 
be operated from Middletown to Hamilton 
with electricity as the motive power.

THE OHIO SOUTHERN ROAD. 


It Will Not Be Sold on Saturday as 
Announced. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Nov. 19.—The Ohio 
Southern Railroad, which runs from here 
to Wellston, on the south and from here to 
Lima on the north, and which has been in 
the hands of receivers for over a year, will 
not be offered for sale next Saturday, as 
has been announced. It was found that the 
road, which is 217 miles in length, could 
not be offered for sale Saturday, as no re- 
advertisement had been rade in compliance 
with the law. 

The road was to have been sold on Nov. 
7, But was not offered on account of a peti- 
tion from the Central Trust Company of 
New-York for a postponement., Special 


Master, Commissioner J. T. Adams of Wa- 
verly, to-day began the work of re-ad- 
vertising the road for sale. The date fixed 
this time is Dec. 31. It is regarded as al- 
most certain that Senator Brice will bid 
for the road, as he wants it to complete 
his system. It is stated that the Pennsyl- 
vania is after the road, so as to have a 
feeder from the Sotithern Ohio coal fields.

WAS TO HAVE SAILED.

It Was Declared that the Ship Would 
Go td Halifax—Supposed Spanish 
Detectives Have Watched Her 
Close While in Brooklyn. 


The steatiship Bermuda, long deprived of 
registry because of her Cuban filibuster- 
ing enterprises, has at last secured a pro- 
visional register, and her new master, 
Capt. William K. Scott, formerly of the 
steamiship Flamborough, took out clear- 
ance papers yesterday at the Custom 
House, naming Halifax as his destination. 

The vessel was to have sailed last night, 
but she did not depart becausé a libel 
for $18 was filed against her ahd posted in 
the cabin early in the evening. 

A reporter of THE NEW-YORK TIMES 
boarded her at 10 o’clock, All the officers 
and all but three of the men were ashore, 
and the vessel was in charge of a watch- 
man; who said that all he knew was that 
She would sail in the morning. 

The mate came abdard later and said at 
first that no libel had been filed. Sub- 
sSequéntly whén pressed for particulars he 
said that if the vesse had been libeled it was 
for some old claim against her, of which the 
preseht owners had no cognizance. Then he 
addéd: “ But I don’t know anything about 
it.” “ 

Géorge Musgrave of Halifax is named as 
the Bermuda’s new owner in place of John 
J. Morlan of Philadelphia, but it was 
learned yesterday that Capt. George W. 
Brown, of filibustering fame, who during 
the ten-year Cuban war successfully man- 
aged nine expeditions, retains a part inter- 
est in the vessel. When the Bermuda re- 
turned last to this port her name had been 
painted over, and instead appeared the 
name Aram, @ ruse intended to assist.in 
eluding Spanish gunboats on her trip from 
Honduras, whither she had gone from Cuba, 
to this port. A Mexican register was then 
sought under the Mexican name Bonita 
Juarez, but without success. The provis- 
ional register bears the old name Bermuda, 
and to secure it the Captain in making his 
sworn declaration before the British Consul 
-said: 

“We are now at Pinto’s Stores, Brooklyn, 
loading cargo for Halifax. We intend to 
clear the Custom House to-day and leave 
this evening. I give you my word as a man, 
and an honorable man, too, that I am 
bound on a lawful enterprise; that I will 
fetch up where I clear for, nowhere else, 
and for no other purpose.” \ 

His declaration states further that he has 
no intention of filibustering and that the 
Bermuda is destined for Halifax, there to 
load for the United Kingdom. Full registry 
will be asked for at Halifax. 

The Captain is a native of Devonshire, 
England, but he lives in Market Street, 
Gloucester, N. J. : : 

The Bermuda has a crew of twenty-four 
men, exclusive of the master. They were 
articled by the British Consul. The officers 
are R. S.. Morris, first mate; N. Pedersen, 
second mate; Edward Roberts, chief en- 
gineer; James Howden, gecond engineer, 
and Samuel Wood, third engineer. Roberts 
was formerly on the Flamborough with 


Capt. Scott. Howden has been an engineer 
on the Bermuda for some time. There are 
seven seamen, seven firemen, two stewards, 
two messSmen, a cook, and a carpenter. 

A number of prospective shippers have 
called on the British Consul. He has as- 
sured them that the Bermuda is now en- 
gaged in legitimate trade. Customs In- 
spectors examined the vessel yesterday 
and reported that her cargo consisted only 
of coal and ship’s stores.. It was remarked, 
however, that she carries quite a large 
pores and am unusually large quantity of 

res, : 

Despite the regularity of the Bermuda’s 
clearing, there is a good deal of surmise 
as to her future among shipping folk, and 
she was .the subject yesterday: of no little 
talk on the floor of thé Maritime Ex- 
change and other places where seamen 
congregate. It is assumed that if the ves- 
Sel were still under the control of the Cu- 
ban Junta no less could have been done 
to appear regular in order to secure regis- 
try, while no more could have been done 
and nothing better to mislead. 

Detectives, supposed to be in the employ 
ef the Spafiish Consul General, have main- 
ained a: vigilant espionage, and at no time 
for several days have there been less than 
two watching her. It has come to be a 
saying of late about Pinto’s stores that one 
could not throw a stone thereabouts with- 
out striking three or four Spanish spies.

MONEY FOR THE WITNESSES. 


Testimony Brought Out in the Cuban 
Filibustering Trial. 


At the third day’s session of the trial of 
Col. Emilio Nunez and Capt. Charles R. 
Dickman for breaking the laws of this coun- 
try by sending a filibustering expedition to 
Cuba in the steamship Laurada, it was de- 
veloped that somebody in Philadelphia is 
paying a regular weekly stipend to two of 
the chief witnesses for the , Government. 
Neither witness, according te the testimony 
given yesterday, knows who pays the 
money. 

The Government has finished its case, and 
Judge Brown of the United States Circuit 
Court, before whom and a jury the men 
are being tried, has refused to order the 
acquittal of the prisoners. 

John Deumer, who was a fireman on the 
Laurada during the alleged filibustering trip 
last’ May, told yesterday of the taking of 
surf boats on the vessel, of boxés, bales 
of goods, and men. Col. NunéZ, he said, 
went aboard the Laurada at Montauk 
Point, whéncé she sailed: He deciared that 
Capt. Dickman commanded thé ship. 

Deumer said that the men were aroused 
shortly after thé vessél sailed, and that 
they weré drilled in the use of arms. He 
told of the trip te Jacksonville. The fire- 
men of the ship, he said, refused to work 
bécause they had not signed articles to go 
to Cuba, but they made the trip after $100 
had been divided among them. 

Deumer admitted to Gen. Tracy that John 
Holthés, a previous witness, had taken him 
out and talked to him about the case’ while 
he was intoxicated. He also stated that he 
received $10 a week from some person in 
Philadelphia whom he does not know. 

Martin Kaspereit, a seaman on the Lau- 
rada, told, with the minutest details, a story 
of the Laurada’s trip. Of the movements of 
Col. Nunez he told the story of a man who 
was always on the watch. He said that the 
Colonel boarded the Laurada at Jackson- 
ville. He admitted that his fee from thé 
unknown person in Philadelphia was $17 per 
week. 

“I don’t know where it comes from, nor 
what it’s for,” he said; “but I’ve got a 
pretty good snap.”’ 

“* Just so,”’ replied Gen. Tracy; ‘‘ you have 
got a pretty good snap, and I afivise you to 
hold on to it as long as you can.” 

Kaspereit also testified, that John Holmes 
and other members of the Laurada’s crew 
received money from Philadelphia. 

Several witnesses from this city, Green- 
point, and Montauk Point testified as to 
money paid to them ‘for tugs and lighters 
by “ Mr. Cash,” and William J. Bruff said 
he sold to Louis Espin between $6,000 and

Fair Prices Realized at Auction for 
Six Hundred Cases, 


An important sale of dress goods was held 
yesterday at the auction rooms of Wil- 
merding, Morris & Mitchell, 64 White 
Street.

COLDER’ WEATHER HERE. 


Mercury Falis Twenty-two Degrees 
in Twelve Hours. 


A cold wave, on its way to the ocean, 
Slightly warmed by its long journey from 
British Terirtory, struck the city yesterday 
and reduced the temperature to near the 
freezing point.

A JEWELRY SALESMAN ROBBED. 








A Grip with Watches Valued at $6,000 
Stolen, 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 19.—M. Klipper, 
a traveling salesman for the jewelry house 
of Hipp Didesheim & Brothers, of 83 Nassau 
Street, New-York, was robbed of a sample 
case containing about seventy-five watches, 
valued in the aggregate at $6,000, at the 
Union Station, in this city, to-night. 

Mr. Klipper arrived here yesterday from 
Cleveland, and registered at the Chitten- 
den. He saw his several customers to-day, 
and was preparing to leave for Cincinnati 
on the 5:45 Big Four. While waiting at the 
station for the train to start, he concluded 
to get a cup of coffee at the restaurant, and 
asked Mr. L. C, Abrams, a salesman for a 
New-York china house, to watch his grips 
for him. The two gentlemen afterward 
walked up and down the station floor for 
several minutes, and when the train was 
ready Mr. Klipper jumped aboard. When 
he reached the seat where he had deposited 
his grips, the one containing the seventy- 
five diamond-studded watches was not 
there. The robber had left the one contain- 
ing the cheaper samples, worth about $400. 

Local detectives were given the case, and 
are at work with but slight prospect of 
success. It is their opinion that the thief 
had followed Mr. Klipper about the city, 
and knew the relative value of the grips, 
as he was discriminating. Mr. Abrams 
telegraphed from Dayton that the train 
had been thoroughly searched, but the 
grip was not found. 





RIOTOUS LAFAYETTE STUDENTS 


Five Suspended for Cutting the Whis- 
kers of Henry Payne. 


EASTON, Penn., Nov. 19.—Five students 
were suspended from Lafayette College to- 
day for the‘r connection with the cutting of 
the whiskers of Henry Payne of Southold, 
L. L., a sophomore, Payne entered com- 
plaint against the offenders before an Al- 
derman in this city yesterday, but through 
threats and tormentings by his college 
mates was induced to withdrawn the 
charge. He left the city to-day to go to 
New-York to have a finger that was in- 
jured in the whisker-cutting scrimmage at- 
tended to at a hospital there. 

While on his way to the station, Payne 
was followed by a howling mob of students, 


who derided him and made threats of do- 
ing him bodily harm. He was escorted to 
the station by a policeman, and at the sta- 
tion the railroad police had difficulty in dis- 
persing the students that congregated prior 
to the departure of the train. Some of the 
more riotous of the students went across 
the river to Phillipsburg, N. J., and meet- 
ing the train there, renewed their threats 
and abuse, and the services of the police 
were again called into requisition. 





MR. DINGLEY’S BILL DEAD. 


The President Said to be Unalterably 
Opposed to It. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—‘It is idle to 
speculate on whether or not the Dingley 
bill will pass the Senate,” said a Cabinet 
“authority ” to-day, adding: ‘Should it 
pass, the President would not sign it, and 
he would not let it become a law without 
his signature. He would veto it very soon. 
I doubt his signing any bill providing for 
a tariff on wool. 

“The plan of the Democrats generally 
is, I understand, to let the Republicans pass 
the Dingley bill, so that when later they 
try to pass a general bill it may be 
urged that they are not justified in disturb- 


ing business by a tariff discussion when 
enough revenue has been poerenee by the 
passage of the Dingley bill, 

“But the plan will not avail, I fear. be- 
cause. as I said, the President would veto 
the Dingley bill, and I do not believe a 
measure scientifically’ modeled to meet his 
views could pass either the House or Sen- 
ate. It seems to me that an extra session 
is inevitable.’’ 





A LECTURE ON BACCHANTE. 





Nothing Immoral About It Except Ug- 
liness, Prof. Norten Says. 


BOSTON, Nov. 19.—Prof. Charles Eliot 
Norton gave his opinion of Boston’s Bac- 
chante in his lecture on fine arts at Har- 
vard this morning. He did not deny the 
wonderful display of technical skill in the 
execution of the idea. It was the tone of 
the idea that he objected to. 

He said it was after the modern decadent 
art, the poster style. There was nothing 
immoral about the statue, he said, except 
that immorality which always attaches to 
ugliness. It was very clever, Prof. Norton 
admitted, but it was sensational instead 
of being art in its true form. It was 


unfitting where it was, because it was too 
small. There was nothing indecent in the 
conception, as the amount of talk it had 
caused would tend to make one believe. 
It was nothi like the conception of the 
classical Bacchante, but like a French 
figurante playing the part on the stage. It 
is expressive of no American idea. .

Resolutions Which Caused a Heated 
Discussion at the Republican 
County Committee’s 
Meeting. 


The Republican County Committee met 
last night for the first time sinée the elec- 
tion. A little time was devoted to a sug- 
gestion for certain modifications in the 
laws so far as they affect Election Inspec- 


tors, so that the Bureau of Elections should 
be reqtired to appoint as Inspectors the 
men suggested by political organizations, 
if the men suggested are found to be com- 
petent. Mr. Gruber stated that the Bureau 
had rejected the Inspectors. recommended 
by the Republicans without ‘examination. 
The matter was placed !n the hands of the 
Committee on Election’ Officers. 

L. L. Van Allen then offered a resolution 
that precipitated a hot discussion. This 
resolution, after setting forth that the Re- 
publican County Committee congratulated 
the country on the success at the polls, con- 
tinued as follows: 

“We join in the plaudits of the people of 
this State to those who represented the Re- 
publican Party at the St. Louls Republican 
Convention, and especially to Thomas C. 
Platt, the Chairman of the New-York dele- 
gation, for the faithful performance of duty 
in securing the adoption of’a platform. hon- 
est and straightforward in every line, and 
unfaltering in its insistence upon the main- 
tenance of the gold standard and the pay- 
ment in gold of all coin obligations, believ- 
ing; as we do, that the issue which was 
thus sharply and courageously presented in 
distinct and direct opposition to the finan- 
cial fallacies of the Chicago Democratic 
platform. was the paramount reason for the 
great political victory that was secured.” 

A separate paragraph was to Mark A. 
Hanna and Charles W. Hackett, with con- 
gratulations to the National and State Com- 


mittees. Another sentence gave thanks to 
Edward Lauterbach. The resolutions then 
continued: 


‘Conscious that the war is still to be 
waged, we pledge the Republican Party 
that it will honestly, fairly, and conserva- 
tively utilize the great advantages which 
its triumphs have given it, so that the af- 
filiation between patriotic Democrats and 
ourselves may be lasting and not tempo- 
rary, and that congenial political relatioas 
may.be established between them and us 
rather than between them and the Popo- 
cratic Party, upon which their backs have 
been turned. 

“United as we are on financial questions, 
there seems to us to be no reason, without 
the repudiation of any Republican princi- 
ples, why tariff measures insuring protec- 
tion to American labor and securing the 
certainty of adequate revenue, should not 
be adopted which will be as satisfactory 
to them as to us.” 

“The pledge to formulate a charter for 
Greater New-York made by the Republican 
Party will be kept, and we promise, so far 
as we may, in behalf of the County Com- 
mittee of 1897, to employ every legitimate 
effort to secure the election in that year of 
a Republican Mayor of what will then be 


the greatest city on this Continent and the 
second greatest in the world, the accom- 
plishment of which result will do more than 
aught else to guarantee a National Repub- 
lican victory in the year 1900." . 

As soon as the resolution was read, I. L. 
Englehart offered an amendment to insert 
after the name of Thomas C. Platt, in the 
first paragraph, the names of Edward Lau- 
oo Chauncey M. Depew, and Warner 

er. 

The members of the committee hissed, 
hooted, and groaned when Mr. Miller’s 
name was proposed to be coupled with 
Platt’s. When order was restored, Mr. En- 
glehart said that he did not want it ‘to 
go out from this meeting that we have but 
one man to lead us, and that we must obey 
only one man.” 

O. I. Wise declared that Warner Miller 
had lost the respect ef the party. ‘‘ No 
man,”’ he said, *“‘ who wishes the respect 
of Republicans would have done what War- 
ner Miller did in trying to deprive Lauter- 
bach and Platt of the honor to which they 
were entitled.” 

M. L. Leslie said that ‘the County Com- 
mittee should not stigmatize any Repub- 
lican in this way,’’ and that Mr. Miller had 
done good service in the campaign in Ohio. 

William Halpin declared that the reso- 
lution expressed ‘‘the view of the people 
of this country. It appreciates the man it 
calls its leader, Thomas C. Platt.” 

**Abe”’ Gruber offered as a substitute 
that the names of Mr. Lauterbach and Mr. 
Depew be added to Mr. Platt’s. He said: 
** Since this matter has been sprung, I want 
the committee to express its detestation of 
Warner Miller. [Cheers. At St. Louis 
Warner Miller made a direct attack on 
Mr. Platt in order to discredit him and 
weaken his influence.’”’ He also stated that 
Mr. Miller had gone to Onondaga County 
to support Belden, who was running for 
Congress as a Republican, but who had, 
he said, paid the expenses of*the Bryan 
and Sewall campaign, and put his name 
on their ticket, and.that to get rid of Mr. 
Miller, the committee had sent him to Ohio. 
Amasa Thornton moved to table the sub- 
stitute and amendments, but the motion 
was lost. 

Mr. Englehart asked if it would be in or- 
der after the resolutions were adopted to 
take up a subscription and have a golden 
image of T. C. Platt put in a niche over 
the President’s chair. Great laughter and 
noise followed this, and Mr. Lauterbach, 
who was presiding, said: ‘‘I did not un- 
derstand, Mr. Englehart, how much you 
said you would subscribe.’”” The committee 
again laughed uproariously, and some one 
threw several copper pieces at Mr. Engle- 
hart as a starter for the subscription. 

The substitute offered by Mr. Gruber was 
put to a viva voce vote, and was declared 
lost. The resolution was then adopted, after 
the reference to Mr, Lauterbach had been 
added, on motion by Mr. Halpin. 

After the adoption of a motion by Mr. 
Wise expressing sympathy with Lieut. Gov. 
Saxton for the death of his child, the com- 
mittee adjourned. 





THE RAINES LAW COMMITTEE. 





It Will Probably Report Amendments 
to the Legislature. 


ALBANY, Nov. 19.—Senator Raines’s 
special committee which was appointed by 
the last Senate to investigate the operation 
of the Raines liquor tax law will meet 
here next Monday afternoon. 

The committee is to report to the next 
Legislature what changes should be made 
in the law. It is expected that stringent 
amendments to the present law will be 
recommended with a view of compelling so- 
cial clubs to pay a tax, and to correct the 


Raines law hotel evil by increaSing the 
number of rooms which such places must 
have, and by increasing the license fee. 
The Senate Finance and Assembly Ways 
and Means Committees will also meet here 
Monday to make final designations of com- 
mittee rooms for the Senate.

A Day of Many Changes in the Chi- 
cago Market. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—There were many cal- 
culations upset on ’Change this morning. 
There was plenty of action in the leading 
market, but it was a sort of undoing of the 
work of yesterday. There was so much 
doubt about holding prices in other markets 
that the bulls in wheat had to draw in their 
horns. There was a lively trade, and only 
a part of the splendid gain of yesterday was 
wiped out. ' 

First prices showed a little reaction from 
the closing figures of Wednesday on the 
two-and-a-half-cent rebound. December sold 
from 78% to 77% cents, May from 82 to 
81% cents. At this point Morrill, Dupee, 
Logan, and other big commission houses 
had orders for a lot of wheat. This buying 
struck the market when offerings, for De- 
cember particularly, were light. Some timid 
shorts were surprised, The market made a 
quick upturn. Best prices were touched at 
79 cents December and 824% cents May. At 
this point the cablenewscame bearish. There 
was a break of 1 cent in a few minutes to 78 
and 81%4cents. The trade then discovered that 
some of the best buyers of yesterday were 
letting go their holdings. The December 
price dropped to 77% cents, had a rally to 
78% cents, and before midday went sliding 
down to 77% cents. May sold off to 80% 
cents. 

Liverpool appeared to set a pace in wheat. 
The early cables were but™ 4@\%d_ high- 
er. This was but half the advance on this 
market yesterday. When the second cables 
came they gave %d drop at Liverpool. At 
the same time there was reference to late 
news from India telling of rains. 

The trade quickly followed Liverpool. The 
local corn market was so heavy as to help 
discourage holders of wheat. Flour export- 
ers generally reported no acceptances on 
their cable offers. There was some selling 


for May by the Northwest. The Price Cur- 
rent message said cornmeal was being used 
freely as a substitute for flour in many sec- 
tions. The bull news was not of a character 
to start fresh buying. There was but poor 
recovery up to the last hour. December 
rallied to 77% cents, and May from 80% to 
81% cents. . 

Wheat showed poor support to the close. 
Late in the session the December price 
touched 76% cents and closed at 77% cents. 
At low point to-day December was % cent 
over low point of the week (yesterday.) 
There was talk of only 60,000 bushels cash 
wheat sold for the day. 





MILES PROUD OF HIS COUNTRY. 





The General Speaks at a Banquet in 
Cincinnati, 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 19.—Gen. Miles was 
the guest of honor at a banquet given by 
the Commercial Club to-night. Said Gen. 
Miles, in response to the toast ‘‘ Our Coun- 
mys 

“That is a theme worthy of.the grand- 
est thoughts of a patriot, statesman, author, 
orator, or historian. Our Government is a 
blessing to all classes from the highest to 
the lowest. There never was a people who 
enjoyed as great advantages as the people 
of this country. There never was a people 
which received as ample remuneration for 
labor, which was as well fed, well shel- 
tered, well protected as the people of this 
country. 

“I rejoice that the humblest citizens 
are in better condition than those in cor- 
responding spheres of life in any other 
part of the world. I rejoice that the middle 
classes are made so comfortable and have 
so much to. contribute to their happiness, 
and I rejoice that there are many rich peo- 
ple in this country. I wish there were ten 
times as many, because all these conditions 
of life indicate that we have a productive 


country, prosperous, and. in the main, a 
well-administered Government. 

“IT trust each individual wiil realize that 
the life and safety of the Nation and the 
prosperity and welfare of the country to a 
certain extent depend upon the loyalty and 
patriotism of the sovereign people of these 
United States.” 





MEDICAL WAR IN WATERBURY. 


A Doctor Fined for Failure to Reg- 
ister—A Charge of Bribery. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Nov. 19.—This 
morning in the City Court. Dr. R. F. Gui- 
done, an Italian physician, who recently 
married one of the wealthiest women of 
this city, was charged with practicing med- 
icine without being registered according to 
law. He was prosecuted through the ef- 
forts of the Waterbury Medical Associa- 
tion. 

Attorney O’Neil set up as a defense the 
unconstitutionality of the decision of the 
State Board of Health in declining to grant 
Guidone a certificate. In his argument the 
attorney hinted that a college was accepted 
by the State board the certificate from 
which institution was all that a graduate 


needed, and that the board was influenced 
to favor this cellege through the payment 
of .$1,000. He further asserted that he 
thought he could prove such a charge, and 
that he got his information from very high 
authority. 

This open accusation of the acceptance of 
bribes and the claim that the State Board 
of Health was arbitrary and discriminating 
caused great tndignation among the medical 
men of the city. 

Judge Cowell said that the only question 
was whether Guidone was registered or not. 
He found the doctor guilty and imposed a 
fine of $100. An appeal was taken, and the 
case will go to the upper courts. 





SKILLED OFFICIALS NEEDED. 





High-Class Warships of no Use With- 
out Them. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Engineer in 
Chief Melville warns Congress of the futil- 
ity of building high-power warships without 
providing the necessary skilled officials to 
drive and maintain them. In his annual re- 
port, after showing the enormous amount of 
work accomplished in the past year by his 
inadequate corps, he says: 

“The personal element is one which must 
enter largely into the result of any naval 
engagement, and if we had the most power- 
ful and the swiftest navy afloat, it would 
be valueless to us in time of war, if we have 
not a sufficient number of trained men to 
see that the machinery of this fleet is in 
condition for action, and to keep it going in 
action. The guns will be powerless with- 
out the machinery, and other things being 
equal, that fleet wili give the best account 
of itself which has the best equipment of 
trained men in the engine room as well as 
at the guns. To sacrifice the one is merely 
inviting disaster to the whole, and no 
amount of skill on deck can compensate for 
the lack of it below.”

Custom House Figures Show Exports 
for the Week Ending Nov. 17 
to Have Been $11,091,450 
Against $7,675,146 the 
Previous Week. 


The business community is watching the 
export and import trade movement at this 
port with more than usual interest at this 
time, as it is regarded as the most certain 
index of returning prosperity of the country. 
The export trade for the weekending Nov. 17 
shows a most gratifying increase, and, as 
far as can be determined, the increase is 
likely to continue for some time to come. 
The figures given out at the Custom House 
show the exports for the week to have 
been $11,091,450, as against $7,675,146 for the 
preceding week, and $7,876,896 for the cor- 
responding week of 1895. 

The week ending Nov. 10, however, was @ 
‘short weck, as it included election day, and 


the report for the week ending Nov. 17. 
But even with this allowance, the increase 
is regarded as extraordinary. 

Exports from Jan. 1 to Nov. 17 aggregate 
$313,919,552, as against $303,868,917 for the 
corresponding period of 1895. 

The excess of imports over exports from 
Jan, 1 to Nov. 1, 1896, is placed at $206,985,- 
482, while the excess for the entire twelve 
months of 1895 was only $31,105,045. 

During the month of October this year the 
increase in exports from this port in the 
principal. articles of shipment is given as 
follows:

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While the exports are increasing at this 
most gratifying rate, there has also been 
a pronounced decrease in the imports of 
foreign goods, thus adding materially to 
the balance of trade in favor of this coun- 
try. The report for this week of imports 
at this port will not be made up until to- 
day, but enough data were obtainable yes- 
terday to enable an approximate estimate 
to be made of about $6,500,000, as against

This shows a decrease for the ten months 
and two weeks of the year of $132,633,887. 

It is believed the reports from other ports 
than New-York will show proportionate in- 
creases in exports and decreases in im- 
ports. The annual report of the Govern- 
ment will be given out early in the com- 
ing year. 

Great activity exists at present among 
shipping people, and.every class of ves- 
sel and steamer is finding cargoes at re- 
munerative rates. While wheat Is going 
out in quantity from both New-York and 
San Francisco, the Southern ports are ship- 
ping cotton penvily. and every shipment 
now will add to the grand aggregate for 
the year. 





‘VANDERBILTS RECOVERING. 





Cornelius Is Now Directing the Fam- 
ily Properties. 


William K. Vanderbilt is rapidly recover- 
ing the use of his right hand and arm, upon 
which a painful surgical operation was per- 
formed about two weeks ago. He now 
spends considerable time at. his. office, in 
the Grand Central Station, and he is giving 
an unusual amount of attention to business 
matters in consequence of his brother Cor- 
nelius’s illness. This fact has led to the 
erroneous impression, in certain quarters, 
that William K. would eventually super- 
sede Cornelius in the management of the 
Vanderbilt properties. 

To set at rest all such ideas, Chauncey M. 
Depew yesterday issued the following state- 
ment: 

“Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt is improving 
every day in health. He is not attending to 
the practical details of the vast business of 
the railroads with which he is identified, 
and will not until he fully recovers. He is 
in touch with the business, however, and 
bas full knowledge of all important matters 
connected with it as they arise. 

‘There are the most cordial and confiden- 
tial relations between the brothers, Cor- 
nelius and William K. Vanderbilt, as there 
have always been. William K. has done 
whatever has been necessary in the manage- 
ment of the roads since his brother’s ill- 
ness, and he will continue to represent the 
Vanderbilt interests until his brother has 
fully recovered. 

“Cornelius Vanderbilt, his family, and 
friends believe that with the rest and free- 
dom from care he is now enjoying he will 
in due time fully recover and resume his 


former position not only in business, but in 
the charitable and religious work in which 
he has been so active and efficient.”’ 

Mr. Depew states that Cornelius Vander- 

bilt is managing his railroad interests in 
about the same way that he did before his 
illness, as everything is so perfectly sys- 
tematized that it is only necessary for him 
to indicate the line of gover’ that he de- 
sires to be pursued and his well-trained 
lieutenants will carry it out to the letter. 
William K., however, is present at nearly 
all of the board meetings. As Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Lake Shore 
Road he is the responsible financial officer, 
but in the other Vanderbilt railway cor- 
rations he is merely a member of the 
oard of Directors. 
At present Cornelius Vanderbilt. accom- 
panied by his wife and younger children, is 
spending a few days at the country home of 
his brother-in-law, Hamilton McK. Twom- 
bly, in Madison, N. J. The large extent of 
Mr. Twombly’s estate enables Mr. Vander- 
bilt to gratify his fondness for out-of-door 
exercise without any intrusions or annoy- 
ance. He will return to this city next week 
and will probably spend Thanksgiving Day 
in his Fifth Avenue home. 





Damages for Mr. Vanderbilt. 


BOSTON, Nov. 19.—The Metropolitan 
Steamship Company to-day placed with the 
Clerk of the United States District Court 
the check of the company for $99,477.69, to 
satisfy the decree of the court made in the 
case of the H. F. Dimock-Alva collision, in 
which W. K. Vanderbilt’s yacht Alva was 
sunk by the steamer Dimock. Of this 


amount, $96,467.30 goes to Mr. Vanderbilt 
as owner of the Alva, and the remainder is 
to be divided among the crew of the yacht 
for loss of personal effects. The actual loss 
to Mr. Vanderbilt was much greater than 
the amount decreed, but the steamship com- 
pany’s lability was limited by the court 
to the value of the steamer. ,

BALTIMORE’S MAYOR WINS. 





Attempt of the Council to Control the 
Offices Is Defeated, 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 19.—The polit- 
ical fight between the straight-out Repub- 
licans and the independent Repubiican 
Mayor of Baltimore, which has been in the 
courts for nearly a year, was decided by 
the Court of Appeals this morning. The 
decision of the lower court is reversed, and 
Mayor Hooper wins on every contested 
point. Judge Russum, the only Republic- 
an Judge on the bench of the Court of Ap- 
peals, dissented, and was the only dis- 
senter from the opinion, which was handed 
down by Chief Judge McSherry. 

Soon after the election a year ago, the 
Mayor began to be badgered by the Re- 
publican politicians for offices for party 
workers. Mr. Hooper announced his inten- 
tion to appoint only men who were fit for 
the offices for which application was made. 
This barred a large number of the “or- 
ganization ”’ at the start. 

The Mayor made a few nominations. They 
were reluctantly confirmed by the Council. 
Then he sent in a few more. They were 
hung up until he would say what he in- 
tended doing with some important posi-. 
tions. Then came demands that the Mayor 
flatly declined to accede to. 

From that time none of the nominations 
made by the Mayor were confirmed, and 
finally ordinances were passed by the Coun- 
cil taking from the Mayor the right to 
Name any officers of the city government 
except his private secretary, clerk, and 
messenger, and vesting that right in a joint 
convention of the Council. One by one 
these ordinances were passed and sent to 
the Mayor for his signature. They were 
all returned, with his veto. 

Then came the tug of war, passing these 
ordinances over the veto of the Mayor. 
For this the Republican Councilmen re- 
quired’ the assistance of the Democrats. 
They got this by a deal, and then they 
started to fill the offices. 

There was a little point in the law over 
which they could not climb, however. This 


was that the Mayor was required to swear 
in all city officers. He declined to do this. 
Capt. Creager, nominated by the Council 
for City Collector, applied for a mandamus 
in the Superior Court to compel the Mayor 
to swear him in. This carried with it the 
whole question of the legality of the pro- 
ceedings, and on June 30 Judge Ritchie 
handed down his decision, which sustained 
the validity of the ordinances. It was 
from this decision that the Mayor appealed 
successfully. 

The situation between the Council and 
the Mayor now is that the new City Coun- 
cil will have to act on the Mayor’s nomina- 
tions. Either it must confirm them this 
time or else the present incumbents will 
hold on until the end of Mayor Hooper’s 
term. Because of the refusal of the City 
Council to confirm the nominations the 
Mayor made a year ago, hundreds of 
Democrats are still in office. 





POTTER’S CLAIM SETTLED. j 





Committee Finds that the L. A. W. 


Owes Him $4,277.50. 


The long-talked-of I. B. Potter claim against 
the League of American Wheelmen was settled 
yesterday. By the decision of the committee 
appointed to close the case Mr. Potter, who is 
now the Chief Consul of the New-York State 
Division, will receive $4,277.50 from the league, 
which is the amount of the principal and interest 
combined. 

Mr. Potter’s case dates back several years. 
He had a contract with the league to publish a 
magazine in the interest of good roads. The 
contract was terminated by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the league without just cause, so Mr. 
Potter claimed, and he brought suit for dam- 
ages. The case has been hanging fire since 1894. 
Last February, at the annual meeting of the 
league, in Baltimore, it was decided to place 
the claim in the hands of a committee, of which 
Conway W. Sams, Chief Consul of Maryland, was 


made Chairman. Mr. Potter selected G E. 
Miner to represent. him at the taking of testi- 
mony, and for the third member George IF. Alex- 
ander of Brooklyn was named. Six hearings 
have been held within the last three months, at 
which sixty people have testified. 

Chairman Sams made out a lengthy report of 
the settlement of the case last evening. This 
will be presented to*the Executive Committee of 
the League and read at the annual meeting of 
the League of American Wheelmen in Albany in

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THE SHERMAN NOTES. 


The Treasury notes of 1890 (the Sher- 
man notes) are a curious element in our 
eurrency. In some respects they are the 
most undesirable and therefore are the 
point at which an essential and lasting 
reform could best be begun. Like the 
United States notes, (greenbacks,) they 
are a legal tender for all debts, public 
and private, unless otherwise specified 
in the contract. Unlike the United States 
notes, they were issued in a time of pro- 
found peace, without the pressure of any 
emergency, nor to meet imperative ex- 
penditures. Not one of the excuses that 
were found for the issue of the greefi- 
backs existed in their case. They were 
put out for the purchase of silver bull- 
jon, of which the Treasury had no need, 
and for which it could find no use, and 
which, after a brief interval, has stead- 
ily declined.on its hands. The law re-

Under the law of May 


-S we have said, the Treasury notes, 
like the greenbacks, are redeemable in 
coin, but the law makes one important 
specification as to the Treasury notes. 
It declares that the Secretary of the 
Treasury “shall redeem such notes in 
gold or silver coin at his discretion, it 
being the established policy of the 
United States to maintain the two met- 
als on a parity with each other upon the 
present legal ratio, or such ratio as 
may be provided by law.” 

The essential principle of the financial 
policy of the United States is stated in 
the closing wurds of this provision. ‘ To 
maintain the two metals on a parity,” 
the Government has consistently given 
to its creditors the metal they preferred. 
By this means only has the gold stand- 
ard been preserved. The peril that has 
threatened the gold standard lies largely 
in the Treasury notes. They form al- 
most one-third of the legal-tender paper 
of the country. The people have just 
declared, after a long and thorough dis- 
cussion, that the gold standard must be 
mairitained. The first, plainest, most ef- 
fectual step in that direction ig the re- 
tirement and cancellation of the Treas- 
ury notes of 1890, gradually, as they are 
presented. The process need not be, and 
probably would not be, a rapid one.

opposition among the friends of sound 
money. We have reason to believe that 
it would receive the strong approval of 
some of the most enlightened and ex- 
perienced financiers of this city, and we 
doubt not that it would be accepted by 
the business community generally. 








A BRAZEN DEMAND. ‘ 

The most outrageous extension of the 
piotective policy now proposed is that 
embodied in the bill introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. ELKINs of West Virginia 
at the last session of Congress, putting 
an additional duty of 10 per cent. upon 
all goods imported in foreign ships, 
svhich is vigorously urged by the Ameri- 
can Merchant Marine Association, of 
which Mr. ARTHUR SEWALL of Maine was 
President when he became the candidate 
of the Chicago Convention for Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States. This is a pro- 
posal to lay an additional tax upon all 
imported goods, thereby increasing by 
so much the existing protection against 
foreign competition, with all that it im- 
plies, and so increasing the cost to the 
people; not only of these goods, but of 
domestic goods as well, where by com- 
binations our manufacturers choose to 


avail themselves of the full benefit of” 


the protection. And this is to be done 
at the expense of the whole people for 
the sole benefit of a small class of ship- 
builders. 


We say that this proposal virtually in- 
volves the additional tax upon “ all im- 
ported goods,” because it would be laid 
directly upon those brought in foreign 
vessels only for the purpose of enabling 
the owners of American vessels to ex- 
act its equivalent in higher freight 
charges upon those brought by them. 
That is the purpose of ‘the scheme, and 
Wwe may be sure that the ship owners 
would avail themselves of the full bene- 
fit of the discrimination, so that the in- 
creased cost of foreign goods would fall 
upon all American consumers of them. 
Baldly stated, this is a proposition to tax 
the people of the country in order to 
enable a small class of men to make a 
profit in a business which it is not now 
profitable for them to engage in, because 
it is done more cheaply by foreigners 
and because our own citizens can use 
their capital to better advantage in the 
development of the industries and the 
trade in which our own people are em- 
ployed at home. 


This is not primarily for the benefit of 
American ship owners or the American 
carrying trade, but of a few builders 
of ships on this side of the Atlantic. 
American capitalists might own ships 
and take a larger part in the carrying 
trade of the world but for the blind 
policy of not permitting them to buy 
ships built abroad and hawe them ad- 
mitted to registry under our laws. This 
policy has been pursued for the sup- 
posed benefit of shipbuilders, but it has 
done them-no good. It has killed the 
American carrying trade without stimu- 
lating American shipbuilding in the 
least. If our merchants were permitted 
to buy vessels where they can be built 
best and cheapest, they would probably 
be able to use them profitably under the 
American flag, and it would give our 
shipyards much to do in repairs and 
new equipment, and in the course of 
time work up a healthy competition in 
building. 


The builders are “ protected” by an 
absolute prohibition upon the importation 


‘of foreign-built ships, and this “‘ protec- 


tion” has helped to destroy their bus- 
iness, while it has almost swept the 
American flag from the seas. Now they 
demand an increase in the duty upon 
the whole range of imported goods, when 
brought in foreign vessels, and a cor- 
responding increase in the cost of trans- 
portation, when brought in American ves- 
sels, for the sole benefit of their par- 
ticular business. Not only would this 
put an additional burden and obstruc- 
tion upon our foreign trade and increase 
the cost of imported goods and in many 
cases of the products of protected do- 
mestic industries, but it would be likely 
to provoke retaliation by foreign’ coun- 
tries, which would result in imposing a 
tax and a check upon our export trade 
as well. This policy of discriminating 
duties was adopted by this country more 
than a hundred years ago as a retali- 
atory measure, and was discarded when 
that excuse for it disappeared. The de- 
mand that we go back to it now, with- 
out any excuse except that a few ship- 
builders might profit by it at the ex- 
pense of everybody else, is the most 
brazen ever yet made upon the Govern- 
ment in the name of protection. 








A MUNICIPAL “CAMPAIGN OF EDU- 
CATION.” 

The proposition to have an extended 
series of lectures and addresses on the 
subject of municipal government among 
the people in this city, Brooklyn, Long 
Island City, and other parts of the domain 
to be included in the metropdélis after con- 
solidation has been effected, promises to 
serve a most important purpose. There 
is nothing more seriously needed in the 
next year than a municipal “ campaign 
of education” preparatory to the contest 
for the control of the Government of the 
Greater New-York, and the sooner the 
preliminaries of such a campaign are 
started the better. 


It is proposed, first of all, to have a 
presentation and discussion of the various 
aspects and requirements of municipal 
government by men specially qualified to 
deal with the subject before audiences 
chiefly made up of those who already 
have an intelligent interest in it: In that 
way the work of a campaign can be laid 
out and the ways and means of conduct- 


ing it can be got together. Then there. 


can be popular lectures and familiar talks 
in the various halls and rooms of organ- 
izations taking part in the educational 
movement, and the minds of the people 





It is unnecessary to say that the con- 
duct of the affairs of the city is the form 
of government which comes most closely 
home to the people, It is almost the only 
form that touches their daily lives, with 
the exception of the Postal Service of the 
United States. They can be easily made 


to understand the difference between good 


government and bad government and the 
conditions most favorable to securing the 
results of the former, and when they un- 
derstand these things there is no* doubt 
as to which kind of government a great 
majority of them will prefer and will vote 
for when the choice is clearly presented. 

It is desirable to have popular interest 
in this matter awakened at once, and the 
process of enlightenment should begin as 
soon as possible and be carried on vigor- 
ously in the months to come. There is 
little doubt that New-York City is to in- 
clude, after the next municipal election, 
all the area now known as “Greater 
New-York,” and a charter for its govern- 
ment is now being prepared and will 
probably be adopted in some form at the 
coming session of the Legislature. The 
people should be prepared to understand 
this as fully as possible, and the force of 
public opinion should be brought out in 
favor of a system devised to secure local 
self-government and a business-like ad- 
ministration of affairs. 

If we get a charter as perfect as we 
can wish, the character of the govern- 
ment will still depend upon the men who 
are chosen to administer it. Capable and 
honest men with the right motives can 
get fair results from an imperfect sys- 
tem, but the best system the wit of man 
can devise will not produce good results 
in the hands of incapable or corrupt and 
self-seeking men. It is when the munici- 
pal campaign of next year for the elec- 
tion of officers under the new charter 
shall open that the need will be felt of a 
state of the public mind ready to under- 
stand the issues presented and to appre- 
ciate the results to be sought, Next year 
will be comparatively free from “ poli- 
tics’ and it will be a favorable time for 
working out a reform in municipal gov- 
ernment, and this city is likely to have a 
grand opportunity. Those who appreci- 
ate it do well to get to work early pre- 
paring the soil and sowing the seed, for 
the essential condition of success is the 
education of the public mind. We shall 
get as good a government as the senti- 
ment of the community will demand and 
support, and no better. R

MR. REED’S SPEECH AT DULUTH. 


We are not ready to believe that the 
remarks of Speaker REED before the 
members of the Duluth Board of Trade 
on Wednesday are correctly reported in 
the dispatches relating to his reception 
in that city. The speech was an in- 
formal and brief one, addressed to the 
brokers whose attention had been di- 
verted temporarily from the buying and 
selling of grain by the appearance of 
Mr. REED in the market place. Aceord- 
ing to the telegraphed reports, he said: 


** Provide a revenue for your Government. 
Make your influence felt to pass the bill 
which the House desired. It is not a parti- 
san bill in any sense, but a business bill. 
There is no protection in it, except what is 
incidental to revenue, and Democrats ‘have 
always agreed to that.” 


Mr. REED was speaking of the Dingley 
Tariff bill, which the House sent to the 
Senate at the last session. But it is not 
true that this “is not a partisan bill in 
any sense.’’ Nor is it true that “ there 
is no protection in it except what is in- 
cidental to revenue.” 

The proposed addition of 15 per cent. 
would make the average ad valorem rate 
on dutiable goods higher than the av- 
erage rate for the first year of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff, and much higher than the 
average rate for the three years or the 
ten years immediately preceding the 
enactment of that tariff. It would make 
the rates on many products higher than 
they were in the McKinley act, unless 
the proviso for the substitution of the 
McKinley duties in such cases should be 
retained. 

A bill which would so increase duties 
now in force, impose duties on wool and 
lumber, (now on the free list,) and large- 
ly increase the duties on woolen goods, 
cannot truthfully be called a measure 
which “is not partisan in any sense.” 

It is not-“‘a business bill,” but a bill 
that, if enacted, would distarb business 
by sharply increasing the cost of raw 
materials in the woolen industry, by giv- 
ing an unhealthy stimulus to the im- 
portation of woolens and some other 
goods before the date of the change, and 
by the addition of 15 per cent. to all the 
duties in the tariff, those on sugar ex- 
cepted. Moreover, it is admitted that 
the enactment of it would not prevent 
another general revision of the tariff dur- 
ing the life of the next Congress. 

It is absurd to say “there is no pro- 
tection in it, except what is incidental to 
revenue.” One might with as much pro- 
priety apply the same words to the Mc- 
Kinley tariff. In the present law there 
are numerous duties which are practical- 
ly prohibitory. That is to say, they 
yield no revenue because they are so 
protective that goods upon which they 
are imposed cannot profitably be import- 
ed. This bill would make all these du- 
ties higher by 15 per cent. 

The additional revenue which could be 
procured by “the bill would not be suf- 
ficient to meet the deficiency caused in 
part by the extravagant appropriations 
which were made or approved by the 
House at the last session, Mr. Rep then 
exercising the great powers of the Speak- 
er’s office. There is no reason to expect 
that the additional revenue would enone 
$20,000,000. 

From all parts of the titer comes 
a demand, not confined to any party, that 
Congress and the Executive branch of 
the Government shall proceed against 
Trusts and similar combinations. The 
unrestrained greed of some of these or- 
ganizations, which exact high prices 
from the people by means of tariff du- 
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combinations to increase their profits by 
adding something to their prices, for it 
would add 15 per cent. to every Trust 
duty, one excepted. : 

This objection alone should be suffi- 
cient to condemn the measure which Mr. 
REED commended at Duluth. One les- 
son of the recent campaign and election 
is that the causes of reasonable discon- 
tent should be removed. It would be 
great folly to make any of them more 
offensive by. legislation. 








CHURCHMANSHIP AND CITIZENSHIP, 


Mr. Bourke CockRAN made a striking 
and suggestive speech at the Catholic 
Club on Wednesday evening about the 
civic significance of that, body and what 
it represents. He took occasion, in de- 
fending the Catholic Church in this coun- 
try, to defend also the * foreigners” of 
whom the membership of the Church in 
this country is so largely composed. It 
is no doubt true in New-York, and in the 
North generally, that Catholics are apt 
to be of a more recent importation than 
Protestants. This would be sufficiently 
accounted for by the likelihood that an 
avowed Catholic who had made his way 
to New-England in the early Colonial 
days would have been put to death by 
the zealous Puritans whom he would 
have encountered upon his landing. But 
in other parts of the country this is not 
so; in Maryland, for example, which was 
founded by a Catholic, or in the “ Louisi- 
ana purchase,” of which the Protestant 
pioneers found the Catholics in posses- 
sion and were themselves looked upon 
as interlopers. 

The prejudice against Catholics, where 
it exists, is, however, undoubtedly con- 
nected with the prejudice against -for- 
eigners, and this is a very unseasonable 
time to denounce citizens of foreign birth 
or parentage. It has been often pointed 
out, since the election, that but for the 
stand made by such citizens in defense of 
the National honor and the National pros- 
perity the communities most largely com- 
posed of citizens of the longest American 
descent would have gone near to destroy- 
irig both. As Mr. CockraN well said of 
the “danger to the Republic from for- 
eign-born citizens,” “those who distrust 
them most have the greatest reason for 
gratitude to them to-day.” 

But it is idle to deny that there has 
been occasion to fear, not that foreigners 
as foreigners, but that Catholics as Cath- 
olics, might come to constitute a danger 
to the State by putting the claims of the 
Church before the claims of the State in 
a province which the American States 
have distinctly assumed to. themselves. 
We mean, of course, the province of pub- 
lic instruction. It is not the bigotry of 
the A. P. A., but the reasonable appre- 
hension of sober and enlightened men 
that has seen danger to one of the funda- 
mental institutions of the country in the 
demand for a partition of the school fund 
between the public schools and the pa- 
rochial schools of the Catholic Church. 
That demand has certainly been made by 
men high in the Catholic hierarchy, and 
it has been made so emphatically and so 
repeatedly that it seemed to call for or- 
ganized resistance. When Mr. CocKRAN 
says that “‘ the Catholic Church needs no 
support from the State,” we cannot rec- 
ognize him as representing the whole of 
the Catholic Church. For some of its 
dignitaries to repeat that sentiment would 
be to recant what they have heretofore 
publicly maintained. 


We believe, however, that Mr. CocKRAN 
speaks for the great majority of his co- 
religionists, including the majority of the 
Catholic episcopate. But there is nothing 
to be gained by ignoring the fact that 
there is a division in the Church upon 
this question. An authoritative disavow- 
al on the part of the Church of any claim 
to the school funds raised by public taxa- 
tion, an authoritative acknowledgment 
that public instruction belonged to “‘ Can- 
SAR,” would not stop the malicious as- 
saults of the A. P. A. upon the Catholic 
Church. But it would deprive those as- 
saults of all their power to injure and it 
would remove the only ground for making 
any political distinction between Catholic 
and non-Catholic citizens. 








MR. ABELL ON THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

We have referred to a proposed inves- 
tigation of the civil service system of the 
State advocated by Mr. ABELL of Kings. 
That gentleman has published the points 
of a bill based on the investigations .al- 
ready made by his committee.. They are, 
some of them, we think, covered by the 
present'law. Others are in the direction 
of greater efficiency. Only one of them 
is, in our judgment, very seriously mis- 
taken. It is stated as follows: 


“ Appointments may be made from any 
number of names on the list of applicants 
certified to have passed examinations in 
the special line of service required, prefer- 
ence x given to veterans as now pro- 
vided by law.’ 


This appears to throw open to the ap- 
pointing officer the whole eligible list 
without regard to the relative standing. 
This practically abolishes the competitive 
principle which is imposed by the Consti- 
tution. A much better change would be 
just the opposite, viz., to require the ap- 
pointment to be given to the one standing 
highest on the list except where the rea- 
son for not doing so is stated in writing 
and recorded. Another provision which 
is doubtless intended to strengthen the 
law really greatly weakens it:

tunity for a ‘hearing before the Civil Service 
Commission, ,Pertifying the appointment of 
such person.’ 

It is well to require a statement in 
every case of the cause for removal. That 
is simply a means of enforcing responsi- 
bility. But no hearing should be required 
before a Civil Service Commission. The 
head of an office should have the right 


of removal, subject only to the require- 


sary ta the entoroement of proper dis. 
cipline.

The Republican leaders in Virginia 
who have been claiming that there were 
outrageous frauéd at the recent election 
in that State present evidence which cer- 
tainly makes out a prima facie case.. 
Their present claim is that but for these 
frauds there would have been a plurality 
of at least 15,000 for McKINLEY instead 
of 20,000 for Bryan. The official returns 
show that in the “ white’’ counties there 
was a Republican gain of 39,390 over the 
vote of four years ago, while in the 
“black ” counties, where the real vote is 
unquestionably Republican by a large 
majority, there was a Democratic gain 
of 9,176 “on the face of the returns.” A 
list of counties is given, with the figures, 
showing where Republican majorities of 
1892 were converted into Democratic ma- 
jorities, for which there is no explana- 
tion except that most of the voters were 
negroes, while the management of the 
election and the count was in the hands 
of white men. In Dinwiddie County, for 
instance, the colored voters have a ma- 
jority of 1,478 and there were 1,000 
sound-money Democrats pledged to vote 
against BRYAN, but the returns show a 
Democratic majority of 279. In forty- 
four counties where the colored vote 
does not exceed one-half the white vote 
the Democratic majority fell from 25,289 
for CLEVELAND in 1892 to 2,226 fdr Brr- 
AN; in fourteen valley counties it fell 
from 8,112 to 17, and in twenty counties 
and three cities in the southwest, where 
CLEVELAND’s majority was 10,937, Mc- 
KINLEY got a majority of 2,479. But 
when it comes to the “ black belt,’’ where 
the vote was naturally Republican, the 
process was reversed. 











The Aldermen seem to be in danger of 
doing a very stupid thing in refusing to 
consent to the proposed restriction of 
Fifth Avenue, during certain hours of 
the day and certain months of the year, 
to pleasure vehicles. The ‘‘ exquisite rea- 
son” of the Aldermen who oppose the 
restriction is that all citizens have 
equal rights in the public streets.. Re- 
duced to practice this means that a 
teamster with a load of building mate- 
rial or beer kegs has the right to proceed 
up or down Fifth Avenue at a walk at 
a time when the avenue is crowded with 
earriages making their way at a brisk 
trot to or fram the Park. His “right” is 
a right to make a nuisance of himself to 
scores if not hundreds of people whom 
he obstructs. There are, no doubt, boor- 
ish truckmen wHo would take pleasure in 
thus obstructing and delaying the great- 
est possible number of their fellow-citi- 
zens, but it is ridiculous to say they have 
a right to do so. The beginning of civ- 
ilization is to restpain the right of boor- 
ish persons to make public nuisances of 
themselves, and their right to do so in 
this particular form is denied in every 
civilized city ‘of America as well as of 
Europe, in Chicago as well as in Paris. 
In all these places the rule of the greatest 
good to the greatest number prevails. 
Of all our avenues it is proposed to re- 
strict only one, which is the principal 
approach to our public pleasure ground, 
and this reatriotion is so moderate that 
all the interests; which it might be sup- 

posed injuriously to affect have acqui- 
esced in it, and that nobody but a hog 
would object to it. To make all our ave- 
nues equally open to all classes of vehi- 
cles at all hours would be to prevent us 
from maintaining any avenue suitable 
for pleasure driving and would thus dis- 
tinctly diminish the attractiveness of 
New-York as a place of residence for 
people who can live where they choose. 








There is nothing on the surface to ac- 
eount forthe effect which a resolution 
of investigation into the case of Capt. 
DreEeYFus seems to have had in the 
Chamber of Deputies. The man was reg- 
ularly convicted by court-martial of sell- 
ing military secrets of State, and this 
sentence was duly reviewed and ap- 
proved by another body than that which 
pronounced it. If it erred at all it was on 
the side of lenity, for if DREyFus was 
guilty he certainly deserved death, ac- 
cording to the military code of every 
country. There have been reports of his 
escape from French Guiana, to which he 
was sent to serve out his sentence, but 
these have been disproved. What was 
the sense of reopening the case? Yet not 
only was the attempt made to reopen the 
case, but the Ministry came near being 
defeated by resisting the attempt, so 
near that one observer says it had “a 
hairbreadth escape.” There may, of 
course, be some latent scandal about the 
Dreyfus business Which the author of 
the resolution meant to bring to light. 
But, for anything that appears, a Min- 
istry that came near falling for resisting 
an inquiry to open the case is so- weak 
that a breath would biow it over.

—Some time ago the editor of The Sac- 
ramento Bee was fined $500 for contempt 
of court, as the result of a controversy 
between him.and Judge A. P. CATLIN over 
the accuracy of a report made in The Bee 
of a certain trial. At the recent election 
Judge CATLIN was a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, and was defeated. The Bee exults 
over this, and declares that it is a verdict 
of condemnation passed by the people upon 
aman who tried to stifle free speech. Now 
talk of this sort nay or may not be quite 
true, but it is rather absurd for The Bee 
to devote several eloquent paragraphs to 
denunciation of a man who “acted in the 
quintuple capacity of accuser, prosecuting 
attorney, Judge, jury, and executioner,” 
merely because it does not like the system 
under which contempt of court always has 
been and probably always will be punished. 
Then, too, The Bee is a silver paper of the 
most unreasonable and unrepentant sort. 
On the whole, it seems doubtful if: that 
$500 fine had a thing to do with Judge 
CATLIN’S defeat, 


—<Aérolites seem to be losing that fine 
judgment in the selection of places on 
which to alight which has characterized 
them in the past. Reference was made in 
this column a few days ago to one that 
came near killing a harmless, necessary 
housepainter out in Oregon, and now a simi- 
lar piece of carelessness is reported from 
Belgium. Two laborers working in a field 
near Namur were interrupted in their 
useful and honorable toil by the sudden 
descent of a large, jagged star fragment, 
which noisily buried itself at their feet. 
One of the men promptly fainted away, 
while the other immediately held religious 
exercises of an informal but extremely 
Sincere kind. Next day, after the meteor 
had cooled off, it was dug out of the 
ground and examined. It weighs thirty 
pounds, and is of a yellow color. Three of 
its sides are rough and crumbly, but the 
fourth is smoothly polished, and on it are 
inscribed, apparently with a sharp tool of 
some sort, what appear to be hieroglyphics. 
A Brusseis paper says: ‘‘ No one has so far 
been able to decipher these marks.’”’ The 
frankness of this admission is reassuring 
as to the truth of the story, for no con- 
scienceless chronicler could have resisted 
the temptation to exploit those hiero- 
glyphics as a message from Mars. 


— Now that the Trustees of Boston’s 
Public Library have been worried and ridi- 
culed into accepting the statue whose nudi- 
ty so alarmed them, and since the papers 
all over the country are indebted to those 
timorous but well-intentioned persons for a 
large amount of innocent merriment, it 
would be only fair for at least a few jour- 
nals to confess that, after all, a public li- 
brary in a New-England city might have a 
more congruous piece of statuary for its 
most prominent interior ornament than this 
particular example of beauty unadorned. Not 
only will such an admission be only strict 
justice, but—and this is very important— 
it may move the Trustees to further action 
from which more fun can be extracted. Of 
course, if they abandon the absurd argu- 
ment that the statue is immodest and wick- 
ed, and base their reluctance to keep it 
where it is on the ground that its proper 
place is in an art gallery or museum, then 
all derisive criticism will have to cease. 
There is no danger of that, however, for 
Bostonians will never get rid of the Puritan 
strain that, artistically speaking, contam- 
inates their blood.

The Trouble with Kansas.

GERMAN ARMY DEBATE |* 





WAS CONTINUED YESTERDAY 
IN THE REICHSTAG. 


Minister of War Von Gossler Makes 
.& Lame Speech in Answer to 
the Attacks of His 


Enemies. 


BERLIN, Nov. 19.—The debate on the 


of dueling in the army and the case of 


Murdered Herr Siebemann in a café in 


Carisruhe. was resumed in the Reichstag 
to-day. Herr Heiler, a Bavarian Deputy 
and a lawyer, defended the procedure of the 
military courts, which, he admitted, might 
be amended. He was not prejudiced in 
favor of it, but the procedure gave every 
fefendant a fair trial. Herr Heller denied 
the statement made on Tuesday by Herr 
Bebel that the Public Prosecutor always 
Presided over military courts. 

Herr Rickert said he was not disposed to 
hold the army or the army system for the 
act of Lieut. von Brusewitz. 

Gen. Reichlin-Meldegg, a Bavarian offi- 
cer and deputy, protested against the at- 
tempts of the Radicals to compare the Ba- 
varian military institutions with those of 
Prussia in order to make the latter appear 
miserable. The German army, he said, 
ought to be one, and it was desirable that 
the same system of procedure should pre- 
vail everywhere. 

Herr Lenzmenn, Richterite Radical, said 
that the German people had waited long 
enough for reforms and they must now 
press them without delay. He deplored the 
fact that the début of Gen. von Gossler, 
Minister of War, had been such a lamenta- 
ble failure... [Laughter.] He gave an in- 
stance of the tendency of a military edu- 
cation in the story of a Baden recruit, who 
upon being asked who were the interna] 
foes of Germany, replied “ civilians.’ 
Herr Lenzmann concluded by saying that 
the Government must beware. If reforms 
are longer withheld the nation might have 
to resort to a volksnothwehr (a people’s 
gelf-defense action.) 

Some one on the Government benches 
ealled out ‘“‘ Revolution!” whereupon Herr 
Lenzmann said: “I wanted to avoid a 
foreign word, but if you like it I will call 
it revolution.”” [Tremendous cheering from 
the members of the Left.] 

Gen. von Gossler, Minister of War, made 
@ very feeble reply, which was only partly 
heard owing to the frequent interruptions 
by jibes, laughter, &c., in which he said: 
“If you continue your attitude against the 


army, beware. If the army is now silent, 
its irritation is increasing.” 

Dr. Schonstedt, Minister of Justice, ad- 
mitted that the army dueling code must be 
reformed, but defended the Government as 
trying to do the best it could in view of the 
circumstances. 

Count von Mirbach followed Dr. Schon- 
stedt, making a fierce attack upon Herr 
Lenzmann for having, as he alleged, gone 
beyond the latitude of speakers in the 
House, and threatening the country with 
revolution. 


THE CASE OF CAPT. DREYFUS. 





The French Government Had a Nar- 


row Escape Wednesday. . 
“LONDON,. Nov. 19.—A dispatch from 
Paris to The Pall Mall Gazette says that the 
Ministry had a very narrow escape in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday, and noth- 
ing but the patriotism of a number of Depu- 
ties saved it from overthrow. 

The hostility of the Chamber was aroused 
by the overbearing attitude and tone of 
Gen. Billot, Minister of War, in his state- 
ment, which Premier Meline at first was 
not disposed to supplement until he saw 
that his own friends were leaving him. In 
view of the situation, the Premier was com- 
pelled to accept a compromise in the shape 
of a modification of the motion of Mr. Cas- 
telin, demanding that the Government take 
action in the case of the reports that Drey- 
fus had been the victim of a plot, and ex- 
pressing confidence that the Government 
would endeavor to punish the guilty per- 
sons. 

The opinion in the lobby after the de- 
bate was that the Government would be 
obliged to order new prosecutions in con- 
nection with the case of Dreyfus, many 
members expressing belief that it would be 
better for the country to have shot Drey- 
fus than to pay £2,500 a year to .eep him 
in confinement. 

A dispatch from Paris says: ‘‘ The Jour- 
nal understands that as a result of yester- 
day’s debate in the case of Capt. Dreyfus, 
the Minister of Justice has ordered a re- 
opening of the inquiry into the matter. 


Mrs. Merritt's Body Cremated. 
LONDON, Nov. 13.—The body of Mrs. 
Alma Merritt, wife of George W. Merritt 
of New-York, who committed suicide in the 
Hotel Cecil Saturday night while tempo- 
rarily insane, was taken last night to St. 


Martin’s Church, where funeral services 
were held, and to-day it was cremated at 
Woking. Mr. Merritt has received a large 
number of letters of sympathy. 


A Political Duel in France. 


PARIS, Nov. 18.—M. Pierre-Legrand, a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, and 
M. Henri Turot, editor of the Petite Re- 


publique Francaise, have fought a duel, in 
which Turot was wounded in the arm. The 
eombat grew out of politics.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The Northern 
Pacific Liner Olympia arrived here last 
night with Philippine Island rebellion news 
to Nov. 1, at which time the situation at 
Manila, the capital of the island, is sum- 
marized as follows: The rebels hold the 
district near Manila, and the Spanish troops 
are acting on the defensive in the Cavite 
Province. Over 3,000 troops are now in the 
Philippines ready for the field. The Span- 
ish show an inclination to stand aside and 
not take any chances of defeat until other 
reinforcements arrive, when, with a large 
force, their success would, at least in their 
eyes, appear to be certain. 

From what J. W. Davison, a newspaper 
man, saw of the soldiers, it would seem 
that considerable time could be wisely spent 
in equipping the troops. The commisariat 
department seems to be limited to an officer 
in gorgeous uniform, and two Indians, with 
a couple of old iron pots; the medica] de- 
partment, a doctor with a medicine chest. 
That is exactly the outfit, as far as could 
be seen, of a body of troops who were em- 
barking for Cavite, It is certain that they 
are extremely weak in organization. Some 
disloyalty has been shown by some of the 
Indian marines on shore duty, who fired 
upon some Spanish troops, while it is also 
reported that the native troops at Mindanac 
have revolted, seizing the forts and gun- 
boats on the lake. 

The Spanish troops have been firing at 
each other as a result of a blunder in 


manoeuvring, and a considerable loss has 
been reported. The Hongkong press says Gov- 
ernor General Blanco is, no doubt, trying to 
conduct the campaign in the way it should 
be done, and to him alone is credit due for 
the very little killing that has taken place 
in and about Manila. It is unfortunate, 
however, that officers who have the execu- 
tion of his orders in hand are not of the 
same spirit. Arrests continue, and it is said 
that over 2,000 prisoners are now confined, 
packed in ill-ventilated dungeons, to an ex- 
tent that if not absolutely fatal to great 
numbers, causes much suffering. 

The fearful incident of the Black Hole 
of Manila, when fifty-seven suspects were 
smothered to death, will probably not be 
again repeated, for the Governor General 
was enraged over this affair, which the 
guards in attendance swear was an unavoid- 
able accident, and has given such orders 
that the soldiers are aware it would be 
greatly to their disadvantage to allow any 
more such “ unavoidable accidents.” 





THE FRENCH SENATE OBJECTS. 


It Refuses to Grant Urgency on the 
Chamber’s Election Bill. 


PARIS, Nov. 19.—The Senate to-day, by 
a vote of 212 to 32, refused to grant urgency 
to the bill passed by the Chamber of Depu- 
ties Tuesday, providing for the substitution 
of universal suffrage for the system under 
which Senators are now elected. 


Senators are now elected by communal 
and municipal delegates elected by a ma- 
jority of each commune or municipality, 
one or more delegates being selected for 
every local representative body, according 
to population; by all the members of each 
Council General and District Council, and 
by the Deputies in each department. Two 


months after the election of the delegates 
the whole Electoral College proceeds to 
nominate one-third of the total number of 
Senators allotted to the department, the 
Senate being renewed by thirds every three 
years. Senator substitutes (suppleants) 
are elected at the same time in case any of 
the Senators should decline or be unable 
to accept his mandate. 





MILES WANTS MORE MEN. 


An Increase in the Army Will Be Rec- 
ommended to Congress. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 19.—Gen. Miles said 
to a reporter to-day: ‘I will urge Con- 
gress to increase ‘the army. I believe the 
military branch of our Government should 
grow and develop just as the other depart- 
ments do, to meet the necessities and re- 
quirements resulting from the country’s 
general development. Our military depart- 
ment has alone been kept stagnant, and 
while all the others have been expanding 
steadily, it is about where it was fifty 
years ago. 

“There should be a minimum of one 
soldier in the army to every 2,000 popula- 
tion, and a maximum of one to every 1,000 
population. It will be on that basis that 
we will ask Congress to make the increase. 
We cannot tell, of course, what the in- 
crease will be; that will be settled by Con- 
gress, but our recommendations to It will 
be to bring our military strength within 
these limits.” 

The General did not care to discuss the 
present conflict in Cuba, and its probabili- 


ties as regards the United States and Spain. 
He said, however: 

“In the event of a war it would be a 
naval conflict at the start and for some 
time. Our navy is considered to be of 
greater efficiency than that of Spain. We 
easily could get volunteers for our army, 
but we lack as yet the high-power guns 
with which i ey? is now done. It takes 
a year to make a high-power gun, and al- 
most as long to prepare the tools and ma- 
chinery for making them.”

THE BURNING OF THE FLINT. 





Sufferings of the Crew Described by 
: One of Them. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19.—A thrilling 
story is told by Peter Mauner of Bath, 
Me., one of the survivors of the wreck of 
the Nicaraguan bark Charles R. Flint, 
which, while petroleum laden from New- 
York to Japan, caught fire off the coast 
of Brazil. Mauner arrived here to-day from 
Livérpool, as Consulman, on board the 
American Line steamship Indiana. 

For eighteen days the crew existed in 
small boats, roasted by the suns of the 
tropics, and when they finally reached Per- 
nambuco they were more dead than alive. 
The ship caught fire, it is thought, through 
spontaneous combustion, and after being 
abandoned on April 21, in latitude 5 de- 
grees south, longitude 31 degrees west, she 


drifted ashore twelve miles from Cerea, 
Brazil, where a small portion.of her cargo 
was saved, 

The voyage was uneventful until April 21, 
just at daybreak, when’ the cry of fire was 
given by the morning watch. In an instant 
the flames burst open the hatches, and all 
hands were piped on deck and sent into the 
boats, half clad, none too soon, as hardly 
had the boats touched the water than dense 
volumes of smoke shot from below and 
the vessel was enveloped in flames. The 
position of the crew was a perilous one, 
and in a few minutes they were adrift with 
neither food nor water. 

For days and nights, Mauner and the 
rest of the crew of the unfortunate Flint 
drifted about helplessly, suffering the pangs 
of hunger and thirst, and with little hope 
of ever being saved. Mauner’s memory is 
not of the best, and he could not recall the 
names of any of his comrades. They were 
all strangers to him when he shipped at 
New-York.

The Rey, James ©. Hull Admits H

ST. PAUL, Nov. 19.—The trial of the Rev. 
James C. Hull for poisoning his wife came 
to a dramatic end this afternoon, Mr. Hull 
changing his plea to guilty. A few minutes 
before noon, Prosecuting Attorney Butler 
placed in evidence a letter which Hull 
wrote last February to a pastor in Cali- 
fornia, saying his wife was slowly dying of 
a@ cancer, and that she could not live the 
year out.

STATEMENT OF HIS REASONS FOR 
TAKING PALMER’S THEATRE. 


Dispossess Proceedings Were Stopped 
by Mr. Palmer’s Voluntary Sur- 
render of the House—No 

New Tenant Yet. | 


In spite of a telegram said to have been 
sent by A. M, Palmer yesterday morning, 
requesting his representatives here to deny 
the statement that he had given up Palm- 
er’s Theatre, Theodore Moss remains in 
possession and personally manages the 
house. Mr. Moss contends that his as- 
sumption of the management is virtually a 
dispossession of Mr. Palmer, and he intends 
to hold the theatre until he has made other 
arrangements. He has already had offers 
from prominent theatrical managers, in- 
cluding William A. Brady, E. E. Rice, and 
others in Philadelphia and Boston. 

Mr. Moss said that Mr. Palmer was heav- 
ily in debt to him. Mr. Palmer’s ventures 
of the past few years have been, with one 
exception, failures. “ Trilby’’ was a big 
“ money-maker,”’ but productions that fol- 
lowed it were not successful. The relin- 
quishing of the Garden Theatre was taken 
as a sign that he was in pecuniary diffi- 
culties. Miss Cayvai’s engagement was not 
successful. Her plays were not properly 
advertised, owing to an old claim of the 
bill posters which Mr, Palmer declined to 
settle. This affected, to some extent, the 
later bookings of other attractions at the 
theatre. 

To a reporter for THE NEw-YORK TIMES 
Mr. Moss made the following statement last 
night: 

“The fact published exclusively in THB 
NEwW-YoORK Times to-day that Mr. Palmer 
had telegraphed to me on Monday, relin- 
quishing all control of the theatre, is quite 
correct. Mr, Palmer is indebted in back 
rent over $31,000. A 

“I have, from time to time, temporized 
with him and accepted his individual notes 
in payment of rent, which notes Mr. Palmer 
would not protect. Not being paid, I pro- 
tested. My personal bank account was 
drawn on, so that I was not alone deprived 
of my rental, but compelled to pay Mr. 
Palmer’s notes. 

“Matters progressed in this way until 
the indebtedness reached so large a figure 
that I was compelled to place the matter 
in Mr. Hummel’s hands. Then Mr. Palmer 
promised to pay the weekly rental as it was 
then accruing. He asked me not to take 
legal steps until he could see his way clear 
to open his Chicago theatre. 1 agreed not 
to press the payment of more than $27,000 


then due, provided he would pay the rent 
as it accrued, and arrange to liquidate past 
indebtedness, 

‘* During Georgia Cayvan’s engagement she 
pee $2,500 weekly for the theatre, but Mr. 

almer failed to divert that toward paying 
the rent or anything toward his debt to me. 

“Last Saturday Mr. Paimer owed for that 
week’s rent. He again broke faith, and 
thus owed five weeks’ additional rent. 

“‘Dispossess proceedings were about to 
be brought, and the papers drawn to eject 
him, when on Sunday last he telegraphed 
me a night message offering to surrender 
the theatre without legal proceedings. Mr. 
Palmer indorsed this telegraphic dispatch 
by one to Mr. Hummel, so last Monday 
morning I took formal possession of the 
theatre and informed all the employes of 
the fact.’ 

Benjamin Steinhardt, representing Howe 
& Hummel, was at Palmer’s Theatre last 
night. He said: ‘“‘Mr. Palmer has nothing 
whatever to do with the theatre now. We 
might make a new agreement with him, 
provided he showed us he was able to pay 
the rental.” 

Mr. Palmer’s total indebtedness to Mr. 
Moss is $31,631.47, which is made up of the 
sums of $26,881.47, due before the last 
agreement, and $4,750, five weeks’ rent at 
$950 per week, 





HAMMERSTEIN ONLY SMILES, 


Not At All Worried by the Legal Ac- 
tion of Creditors. 


Oscar Hammerstein does not appear to be 
very much worried about ‘this legal troubles, 
He put on an Olympian smile last night 
when he was spoken to regarding the action 
taken by A. M. Beyer & Co. of Pittsburg 
for the purpose of setting aside the deeds 
and other papers by which he in October 
last transferred the greater part of his 
property.

A Beet-Sugar Factory in Rome. 


ROME, N. Y., Nov. 19.—Negotiations are 
nearly completed for the establishment in 
this city of the first beetsugar factory in 
the State of New-York. The “ First New- 
York Beet-Sugar Company,” with a capital 
of $300,000, has been incorporated for the 
purpose, and the capital is practically all 
placed. The plant at Farnham, Quebec, 
forty miles north of Montreal, is to be re- 
moved here, the owners there retaining the 
principal interest. Farnham is not in the 

sugar belt,’’ and Central New-York is-in 
the heart of it, and yields beets that pro- 
duce 40 per cent. more of sugar than the 
Canadian beets. Rome has been found to 

ssess specia! local advantages for the 
ndustry. The capacity of the factory is 
200 tons of beets a day, and this is to be in- 
creased to 300 tons a day. 





A Compress FHiatform Falls. 

MACON, Ga., Nov. 19.—About 6 o’clock 
to-night, just after the compress had shut 
down and while a gang of twenty-five men 
in charge of Superintendent Amos Cordson 
and his brother, Hiram Cordson, were at 
work on it, the south end of the platform 
at the Central Railroad compress broke 
down, carrying to the ground 3,000 bales of 
cotton and the men at work. Thirteen of 
the number were injured, but none of

A Play That May Give Mr. Conried His 
Desired “Long Run.” 


If the people who go to the Irving Place 
Theatre had not been rather spoiled by the 
frequency with which plays of merit in one 
way or another have been offered for their 
amusement or edification, they would have 
expressed their approval of the comedy pre- 
sented there last night even more demon- 
stratively than they did. Even as it was, 
the enthusiasm was carried far beyond the 
usual limits, and scene after scene was in- 
terrupted by applause which the audience 
did not seem able to hold back for the end 
of the acts where it belonged. This is a 
sin which German theatregoers Trare- 
ly commit, and when they are guilty of it 
they usually have a good explanation, if not 
a@ good excuse. Z 

They had one last evening, for ‘“ Die 
Beriihmte Frau,’’ though by no ‘means a 
new piece, is by far the best modern 
play that Manager Conried has given this 
séason, and not many better ones have 
marked any of his other seasons. Its au- 
thors, Franz von Schénthan and Gustav 
Kadelburg, know their trade of collabora- 
tion very thoroughly, and are accustomed 
to construct plays on the lines that lead 
to success. In this instance they have 
been more than usually fortunate, and 
though “Die Beriihmte Frau” is in no 
sense great, yet it comes surprisingly near 
to technical perfection. 

It is a study of the relative value of fame 
and love, both after and before marriage, 
and, of course, being intended for Teutonic 
auditors, its implied lesson is that love is 
infinitely the better of the two and that 
marriage offers to woman her one fit and 
proper career. That is a question of con- 
siderable size, but of course the dramatists 
had a right to settle it—for dramatic pur- 
poses—as they chose. 

The story of the play is complex but 
always instantly comprehensible; its ac- 
tion, notwithstanding two or three amaz- 
ingly long speeches. is constant, rapid, and 
direct; and the characters are sharply de- 
fined, credible, human, and alive. Nomi- 
nally, the principal part is that of a rather 
elderly and rather fatuous Baron, but the 
real burden of the piece is carried - a 
vivacious young Hungarian Graf and a 
peculiarly delightful old aunt of one of the 
two or three heroines. 

These three réles were played by Arthur 
Eggeling, Julius Strobl, and Wilhelmine 
Schliiter, in each case with vigor, intelli- 
gence, and quite adequate skill. Laura 
Detschy, as the Baron’s wife, had but a 
single scene, but the truly remarkable pow- 
er and distinction was again manifested. 
Anna Braga, Adele Hartwig, and Max Bira 
contributed materially to the general excel- 
lence of the performance, and the play went 
without a hitch or the revelation of any too 
obvious weakness from beginning to end. 
Wit marks many of its lines, ingenuity 
many of its scenes, and high dramatic ef- 
fectiveness many of its situations. If a 
“long run” is possible at a house whose 
constituency is limited—a very emphatic 
if—‘‘ Die beriihmte Frau’’ would seem 
likely to make it. An English version 
of this comedy, called ‘‘ The Great Un- 
known,” was acted at Daly’s four or five 
years ago, but the adaptation had not im- 
proved it.

Mary Frances Siddons, whose death in 
London is announced, was born some time 
in the early forties, in India, where her fa- 
ther, William Young Siddons, a grandson 
of Sarah Siddons, the “‘ Tragic Muse,” was 
stationed with his regiment. Her mother 
was a daughter of Col. Earl. At the age 
of sixteen years Mary Frances went to 
England to complete her education. She 
was at school for a time in Germany. She 
was preparing to go on the stage, when 
she wis married to a young naval Officer 
named Chanter, whose parents objected to 
the association of their family name with 
theatricals. So the young couple made up a 
name for themselves, using his mother’s 
name, Scott, compounded with the historical 
Siddons. This, at least, is the story told so 
often, without contradiction, that it has 
long been accepted as fact. 

Mrs. Scott-Siddons’s early ventures on the 
stage in England were not noteworthy. She 
took to the reading platform and there 
gained some distinction. Her first appear- 
ances in this country as a reader from 
Shakespeare and other poets, in Boston, 
Providence, and New-York, in the Winter of 
1867-8, excited much attention, largely be- 
cause of her rare beauty. Her features 
were aquiline, her eyes large and lustrous, 
her figure slender.

Eli H. Murray. 


Eli Houston Murray, ex-Governor of 
Utah, died at his home, in Bowling Green, 
Ky., last Wednesday. Although he had 
won a National distinction, he was only 
fifty-two years old. He was born in Clov- 
erport, Breckinridge County; Ky., Feb. i0, 
1843. When the war of the rebellion broke 
out he was eighteen years of age, but soon 
after the attack on Fort Sumter he organ- 
ized a company and entered the Third’ Ken- 
tucky Union Cavalry. He served gallantly 
throughout the war, and in recdégnition of 
his services he was made Brevet Brigadier 
General of volunteers in 1865. 

Gen. Murray was prominent in the coun- 
cils of the Republican Party after the close 
of the war, and he took an active part in 
the nomination and election of Gen. Grant 
as President. He was the United States 
Marshal for Kentucky from 1866 to 1876. 
Unexpectedly to himself, he was appointed 
Governor of Utah by President Hayes in 
1879, and his services in that capacity made 
him a conspicuous figure in public affairs 
for several years. He administered the of- 


fice with a firm hand, and with an unrelent- 
ing opposition to polygamy. Gov. Murray 
was reappointed by President Arthur, Dut 
he resigned before the expiration of his 
second term. His name was mentioned in 
the National Republican Convention in 1884 
in connection with the nomination for Vice 
President, 

Gen. Murray was married in January, 
1876,-to Miss Evelyn Neale, daughter of 
Edward P. Neale of Louisville, Ky. Two 
children resulted from that union, - 


Dr. Luis F, Sass. 


Dr. Luis F. Sass, one of the prominent 


old physicians of this city, died at 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning at his residence, at 56 
West Thirty-ninth Street. Dr. Sass was 
seventy-six years of age, and was born im 
Havana, Cuba. He studied medicine in hin 
native city, in this country, and in Europe, 
receiving diplomas im each country. Forty, 
years ago he settled in this city, and con- 
tinued his practice of medicine that he had 
begun ten years previously abroad. He gave 
special attention to throat and nose dis- 
eases, in which he becamo a specialist, and 
had clients among the most prominent citi- 
zens of New-York. He was the inventor 
of the Sass spray tube. 

His death was caused directly by Bright’s 
disease, but which had been aggravated by 
a complication of diseases, hard work, and 
old age. He leaves a wife. 

Dr. Sass was a member of the County 
Medical Society, the Lotos Club, and other 
clubs, but of late years seldom visited any 
of them. He was a great student, and was 
an admirer of Darwin. 

The funeral will be held at the ‘house at 
1:30 o’clock to-morrow afternoon. Before 
his death he expressed a wish that his old 
friend the Rev. Dr. De Witt Talmage 
should conduct the funeral services, and @ 
letter has been written to Dr. Talmage, in 
Washington, asking him to come. If Dr. 
Talmage is unable to come, the services 
will be conducted by the Rev. Dr. Kittredge 
of the Madison Avenue Reformed Church. 
The body will be taken to Fresh Pond, L. 
I., for cremation, in acccrdance with the 
expressed wish of Dr. Sass. 


Otto Wesendonck. 


Otto Wesendonck, who was born in Elber« 
feld, Prussia, March 16, 1815, died yesterday 
at Berlin, Prussia, in the eighty-second year 
of his age. He was for many years a resi- 
dent of this city, and a member of the firm 
of Loeschigk, Wesendonck & Co., whose 
successors are Messrs. Schefer, Schramm & 
Vogel. The German Verein loses in him its 
last surviving founder, and the Germania 
Life Insurance Company of this city the 
oldest member of its Board of Directors. 
He leaves a wife and a son. His only 
surviving relatives in this country are his 
brother, Hugo Wesendonck, President of 
the Germania Life Insurance Company, and 
the latter’s children.

REACH AN AGREEMENT. 


Reorganization of L., N. A. & C. R. R. 
May Now Be Advanced. 


Opposition #@ the Reorganization Commit- 
tee of the Louisville, New-Albany and Chi- 
cago Railroad Company, known as the Ol- 
cott Committee, by bondholders represented 
by W. D. Barbour & Co. sand Pomroy 
Brothers, has ended. 

An agreement has been reached between 
the committee and the dissenting bond- 
holders, the basis of which is that the rate 
of interest on the proposed new bonds is 
to be advanced to 6 per cent. in respect of 
$4,700,000, which are to be given bond for 
bond in exchange for the consols, thus 
securing them the same rate of interest as 
at present. For arrearages of interest they 
will receive $37.50 per bond in cash at time 
of deposit, and $50 in preferred stock when 
the certificates are retired. 

The agreement and modification have 
been approved by the committee represent- 
ing the 6 per cent. consolidated bonds, E. 
‘Rollins Morse, Cornelius B. Gold, and 
Henry K. Pomroy, and holders are by 
them advised to deposit their bonds with 
the Central Trust Company. 

The bondholders who were dissatisfied 
with the plan of reorganization claimed 
that the consolidated mortgage covers all 
property of every description owned at the 
time, as well as all property acquired since. 
It is a well drawn up mortgage; has a first 
lien of $1,000,000 on Chicago and West In- 
diana stock, and also some Belt Line stock, 
which is an asset probably worth in excess 
of $2,500,000. According to the statements 
made in the Olcott reorganization plan the 
company has always earned the full in- 
terest on the consols, in fact almost twice 
the interest on this issue. It, therefore, 
did not seem fair to ask these bondholders 
who are really well secured to accede 1 per 
cent. in interest and to take a new bond of 
@ mortgage twice the size of their present 
one; or, in other words, to allow their 
equity to be cut down one-half.

WAITING ON THE COURTS. 


The Santa Fe Receivership Dependent 
on the Rulings. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 19.—Bound by iron- 
clad restraining orders from both the State 
and Federal courts, both sides to the con- 
troversy in the Santa Fé receivership mat- 
ter are now powerless to move, and it is 
thought there will not be any new develop- 
ments until the case shall come up for 
hearing before Judge Foster in the Federal 
Court here next Monday. 

Attorneys Keeler and Hite were this 
morning served with the restraining orders, 


issued yesterday by Judge Foster. If Judge 
Foster shall decide his court has jurisdic- 
tion, they will at once carry the case up 
to the Supreme Court of the United States 
on this point alone. 

Senator Martin, who was appointetd re- 
ceiver yesterday by Judge Myers, says he 
will obey the injunction of the Federal 
Court, and will take no steps until the 
question of jurisdiction shell be settled. 


Rates on Tin Plate. 


The Joint Traffic Association has issued 
a circular, which says that, effective Dec. 
1, 1896, the transcontinental lines are au- 
thorized to make such rates on tin plate, in 
carloads, minimum weight 30,000 pounds, 
as may in their judgment be necessary from 
the Western terminals of the trunk lines to 


Pacific coast terminals, provided Eastern 
lines shall be allowed not less than their 
present percentage proportions by way of 
the several gateways of 75 cents per 100 
pounds, applicable on the same traffic. 


Railroad Men and Matters. 


—Very soon the entire passenger equip- 
ment of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad will 
be of the *‘ Royal Blue’”’ color, which has made 
the Washington and New-York trains of the line 
so distinctive. 


—The Grand Trunk Railway of Canada de- 
nies that it has taken over the Central Vermont 
Railroad. The report gained credence from the 
fact that the Grand Trunk crews have lately 
worked trains over the road between Montreal 
ahd St. Albans. 


—The large eight-wheel Schenectady en- 
gines are, just now, little used for the express 
trains of the St. Louis, Vandalia and Terre 
Haute Railroad. It was found that they pounded 
the track, which was ballasted with gravel, with 
serious results. At the places where such re- 
sults were discovered, stone ballast will be used. 


—The Columbia and Maryland Railway 
Company, which controlled the Belt Railway 
Company and the Eckington and Soldiers’ Home 
Railway Company, is to be reorganized, and work 
to complete the electric line between Baltimore 
and Washington will begin early next month. 
The plan of reconstruction comprehends the set- 
tling of all debts by 75 per cent. in cash and. 25 
per cent. in stock. 


—An authoritative denial to a statement 
that John D. Rockefeller is constructing inde- 
pendent steel works at Cleveland, Ohio, which 
are to be hostile to the Bessemer Steel Associa- 
tion, is given by George D. Rogers, Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s private secretary. Mr. Rogers adds that, 
while Mr. Rockefeller may have stock in the 
Cleveland steel works, he does not intend to head 
any opposition to the established steel industries 
of the country. 


—Stockholders of the Mine Hill and 
Schuylkill Haven Railroad are to consider a 
notification from the Reading Company that it 
will, Nov. 23, require a definite answer on its 
decision to reduce the rental of Mine Hill from 
$336,816 to $252,612. The Chestnut Hill Railroad, 
part of the Reading system, may have to reduce 
rent from $14,478 to $7,239. The Reading Com- 
pany, in case of non-acquiescence, will not as- 
sume the properties.

The financial and social troubles of T. B. 
Musgrave, a former well-known member of 
the New-York Stock Exchange, were once 
more aired and ventilated in the courts, as 
told_in THe NEw-York TIMEs yesterday, 
through the medium of a suit brought by 
him against his own son in the Superior 
Court at Boston, Mags., to recover $125 al- 
leged to have been paid for the tuition of 
the son for one quarter at the Harvard 
Medical School. 

The peculiar nature of the complaint 
makes the case unique in legal annals. The 
father clafms that he had paid the amount 
of such tuition, but, as he isin poor cir- 
cumstances and the son is of full age, the 
amount should be refunded to him. The 
younger Musgrave denied owing his father 
anything, and declared he never agreed to 
repay the tuition fee or any other amount. 
Judge Gaskell, who heard the case, rendered 
a decision in favor of the son and against 
the father. 

Thomas B. Musgrave was at one time a 
member of the dry goods commission firm 
of Bailey, Southard & Co., in this city. He 
is understood to have made a respectable 
fortune in the business. He was ambitious, 
however, and, after leaving this firm, wert 
on to Wall Street. He became a member of 
the Stock Exchange and bore a good repu- 
tation for some time. He made a specialty 
of dealing in puts, calls, and privileges. He 
sold a large niimber of puts on Northern 


Pacific at one time, but tne stock went up 
and Musgrave went down, being unable to 
make good his contracts... His suspension 
was duly announced on the Stock Exchange, 
and his seat was sold to meet his liabilities, 
as far as the proceeds would go, to the 
members of the Exchange. 

Mr. Musgrave was at one time a member 
of the Union League Club and resided with 
his family at 588 Fifth Avenue.

VETROIT’S REMARKABLE MAYOR 
AT THE MURRAY HILL. 


He Declares that He Will Not Resign 
as His City’s Chief Magistrate 
in Order to Become Michi- 
gan’s Governor. 


Hazen S. Pingree, the Governor-elect of 
Michigan and Mayor of Detroit, arrived in 
the city the other day, and is a guest et 
the Murray Hill Hotel. In private life, 
Mayor Pingree is the head and front of the 


shoe manufacturing firm of Pingree & 
-Smith, in Detroit. 

In some respects, Hazen S. Pingree is 
ene of the most unique figures in public 
life. At no two times is he alike in his 
talk, sentiment, er treatment of his friends 
and enemies. 

The foundation of his reputation as a man 
of public affairs and public issues is laid 
upon his never-tiring fight against the 
“damnable trusts,” as he expresses it. He 
has yelled, talked, fought, and wrestled 
With the question of monopolies and trusts 
until a certain element in the State of 
Michigan look tpon him as the hero and 
champion of modern times. 

He .is a power in Michigan, and even 
those who leve him least cannot but admit 
that he has accomplished much that is good, 
both for the City: of Detroit and the people 
at large. Few can be found, from one end 
of Michigan to the other, who will not pay 
Mr. Pingree the compliment of being honest. 
At any rate, he has the people with him, 
and this was never more aptly illustrated 
than in the recent election, when Mr. Pin- 

ran more thkn 10,000 ahead cf the 
epublican National ticket in nis State, 
Five times has he been elected Mayor cf the 
City of Detroit. This was accomplished in 
the face of the opposition of every news- 
paper in the city and a majority of those in 
the State. Still, stramge as it may seem, 
his majorities in the city have increased 
from term to term, instead of showing any 
marked falling off by reason of the power 
ppposed to him. 


A Politieal Joke. 


The appearance of Pingree upon the po- 
litical stage was largely the result of a 
thoughtless suggestion, made more as a 
joke than with any serious intent. To begin 
with, Hazen S. Pingree was born on a very 
stony farm, way up in the State of Maine. 
The exaci ‘date of this event is somewhat 
wrapped in mystery, owing to bashfulness 
en the part of Mr. Pingree, who never 
tells his age. At any rate, it was consider- 
ably over fifty years ago. He first showed 
his remarkable energy and capacity for 
trade, so he said, by buying a rather di- 
lapidated horse for $12. Then, by dint of 

reat care, he patched the animal up with 
Food and ‘physic until he looked like a 

our-year-old. One fine day, he rode into 

ortland with his nag, and, when he 
Teached the stony farm the next day, he 
Wore a new suit of clothes and had $80 to 
he good. By the time he was twenty, he 

ad accumulated séveral hundred dollars, 
and then decided to follow the advice of 
Horace Greeley. 

One fine morning early in the sixties he 
arrived in Detroit, with $280 in cash, a 
stout heart, and a well-developed Yankee 
imstinet for trade. Before night he had 
bought and sold a carload of apples, and 
increased his cash capital to more than 

From this time he followed the 
produce trade, buying and selling anything 
in which he could see a doNar. His reputa- 
tion tor shrewdness grew apace with time, 
and in 1870 he was a recognized power in 
the local markets, He was daring in the 
extreme, and was by no means a hoarder 
of mo: ey. 

About this time, a poor shoemaker, who 
had been struggling on and on for several 
years, always with a downward tendency, 
reached the limit of his endurance. He had 
Mmechinery and a shop, but no stock or 
capital. Pirgree had become acquainted, 
during his career in Detroit, with a quiet 
kind of a fellow named Smith—James N. 
Smith. Smith was a bookkeeper and. re- 
Ry uted to be a good business man. He and 
ingree used to play checkers together, and 
the acquaintance ripened into ad ‘close 
friendship, which lasted until the mysteéri- 
ous disappearance of Smith some years ago, 

But to return to the poor shoemaker. 
He had reachéd the end of his rope, and 
one day proposed to sell out to Pingree, 
whom he knew. Pingree impulsively 
jumped at the opportunity, and immedi- 
‘itely consulted Smith. The result was the 
founding of the firm of Pingree & Smith, 
which, from a smail factory of. ten em- 
ployes has grown into an institution with 

early 1,000 
Nominated for Mayor, 

The Democratic Party had controlled lo- 
cal politics in Detroit up to ten years ago. 
That year the Republicans were aroused, 
and determined to do something. Some of 
the best Republicans held a meeting one 
night to talk over the situation, and 

Ider ’’ Blodes, the present Controller of 
Detroit, at that time a minister, suggested 
the name of Hazen S. Pingree for Mayor, 
The suggestion was made as a joke, but it 
fell flat in that respect. It was eagerly 
taken up by those present, among whom 
was Gen. Russell A. Alger, and the neyt 
day Pingree was found at his shop, with a 
dirty apron on, shipping shoes, which he 
had previously sold on the road himself. 

When asked if he would consent to run 
for the office of Mayor, Pingree dropped the 
hammer he was using in surprise. Secrétly, 
he was a man of great ambition for power, 
and the question started a train of thought 
through his mind, which tickled his vanity. 
His mind was made up in a moment, and 
he consented to make the run. It was 
called a sacrifice by every one else. When 
the campaign opened Pingree, who had 
been the choice of his party, went into 
politics, as he had previously bought and 
s0ld produce, or sold shoes. 

He threw all of his indefatigable energy 
into the effort, and on election morning it 
was founu that Hazen S. Pingree was the 
eent street-car fares, and general all-around 
majority. 

Five times he has been elected, and 
genes, during that time, almost world-wide 

ame by his potato-patch scheme, three- 
eent street car fares, and general all-around 
fight against trusts and monopolies. Of 
practical or technical politics he knows Hlit- 
tle. His Bt eeches have generally been pre- 
pared by his secretaries, but he has won 
the hearts of his constituents by his go- 
aheadedness and nerve in the face of op- 
position. 

Two years ago he was defeated in the 
Trace for the nomination for the office of 
Governor. This year he was in the race 
again. Two months before the convention 
defeat seemed sure, and his opponents were 
jubilant. But they ‘aid not take into consid- 
eration the fact that Mr. Pingree is a man 
who is never beaten. He showed remarka- 
bie strength in the pero oe and from 
that time his election was assu 

He is still Mayor of Detroit, and “his term 
does not expire until January, 1898. He will 
assume the office of Governor next January, 
and he says he is going to hold both offices. 

“There is no law against it in my State, 
and I’m foing to wef on until they force 
Fie out,” said the other day.

Action of the Genefal Assembly at 
Rochester Yesterday. 


ROCHESTER, WN. Y., Nov. 19.—The 
Knights of Labor voted this afternoon not 
to put the free coinage of silver plank into 
their preamble, but adopted the plank as 
a principle. The idea of putting the plank 
into the preamble originated with General 
Master Workman J. R. Sovereign, but thé 
Knights thought that by its being put into 
the preamble it would bar from the organi- 
zation all who were not free silverites. 
The discussion occupied a greater part of 
two days. 

A petition was reeeived from Labor Dis- 
trict No. 147, with headquarters at Al- 
bany, asking that all Government labor 
that is employed by contractors or sub- 
contractors be paid wages of $2 per day. 
The Knights are instructed to vote for 
legislators who favor the-adoption of this 


resolution. The territory to be affected by 
this will be that about Albany, Troy, West 
Troy, and Cohoes. 

The Cold Blast Feather Company of Chi- 
cago was placed on the unfair list, and the 
Knights warned to give its goods a wide 
berth. The trouble claimed .is that the 
company has been ueing the label of the or- 
ganization and has in its employ two men 
who were former members of the Knights, 
but who are now members of other labor 
organizations. The company is a large 
manufacturer of ticks and mattresses,

One hundred and 
ninety-eight were arrested for violating 
the law, and 120 were deported. 

During the year 956 Chinese laborers left 
the United States and 106 returned. The

THE ADJUTANT GENERALSHIP, 


Gen. McAlipin’s Friends Take Excep- 
tion to Certain Statements. 


In the opposition that has lately devel- 
oped to the reappointment of Gen. McAlpin 
as Adjutant General of the New-York State 
National Guard some statements have been 
made that impress the General's friends as 
requiring explanation. One point made 
against McAlpin is that he permitted the 
uniform of the National Guard to be worn 
by persons not members of the guard on the 
occasion of a military dinner given in honor 
of Count Yamagata, the Japanese Field 
iMarshal, at the Iroquois Hotel, in Buffalo, 
last May. 

This incident is explained by a military 
mian who attended the dinner-as follows: 
The distinguished Japanese visitor was the 
guest of Gov. Morton’s military staff. State 
Senators Joseph Mullin and Frank W. Hig- 
gins were present, together with John S. 
Kenyon, Clerk of the Senate. Not having 
been previously advised as to the character 
of the entertainment, these representatives 
of the civil government of the State ap- 
peared in their business clothes. Evening 
dress not being available, two or three mem- 
bers of the Governor’s staff lent each of the 
gentlemen a fatigue uniform in order that 
they might sit at the table without invit- 
ing unfavorable comment. It is alleged that 
Gen. McAipin knew nothing about the loan 
of the uniforms, and, furthermore, that the 
civilians who wore them were not formally 
presented to the company with fictitious 
titles. 

The statement that Gen. McAlpin’s reap- 
pointment is opposed by 80 per cent, of the 
members of the National Guard is denied 


by his friends with much emphasis. Two 
officers of the Seventh Regiment are re- 
sponsible for this statement: ‘‘ There is 
not the slightest truth in the assertion that 
Gen. McAlpin is unpopular in the National 
Guard. His efficient work at Peekskill last 
Summer won for him the respect and ad- 
miration of every soldier, a fact which was 
attested by the hearty manner in which 
each regiment, on departing from camp, 
cheered the Adjutant General. Gen, McAl- 
pin has made a careful study of military 
matters for a great many years, and he has 
given unstintedly of his time, his wealth, 
his abilities, and his influence to promote 
the interests of the National Guard of this 
State. It is significant that a petition start- 
ed some time ago in the Seventh Regiment 
for the appointment of another man to take 
Gen, McAlpin’s place has disappeared from 
view.”

TREASURES UNDER RUINS 


PROF. DOERPFELD TALKS ON TI- 
RYNS AND MYCENAE. 








. - 


Discoveries on the Argive Plain 
Opened a New Chapter in the His- 
tory of <~Art—Evidence of the 


Accuracy of Homer. 


Prof. Wilhelm Dérpfeld reserved yester- 
day as subjects for his last lecture, under 
the auspices of Columbia University, the 
Cyclopean ruins of Tiryns and Mycenae. 

These Homeric citadels, buried under the 
accumulated débris of nearly 2,500 years, 


had not been described or observed since 
the time of Pausanias, in the second cent- 
ury after Christ, up to 1874, when Dr. 
Schliemann, who went to Greece from this 
country, began his famous excavations. Dr. 
Dirpfeld worked with Schliemann in 1884-5 
on the excavations of Tiryns. 

The Argive Plain was first illustrated, 
showing the situation of Tiryns, Midea, 
Argos, and Mycenae, the sites of the ruins 
of the four great Pelasgian citadels. The 
lecturer placed the date of all these cita- 
dels or fortified palaces as earlier than 2,000 
B. C. They are proved to be the ruins of 
the palaces of Argive Kings about which 
Homer sang fifteen centuries before our 
era. 

Pausonias described the ruins of Tiryns in 
the second century A. D. The citadel was 
probabiy destroyed long prior to 500 B. C., 
but on all these ancient sites the later Ar- 
gives had built temples and palaces, much 
as the Parthenon is built upon earlier Pelas- 
gian ruins; and these later cities were in 
their turn destroyed in the long and fierce 
wars between Mycenae and Argos and other 
states in the fifth century B. C. 

The enormous Pelasgian walls and palaces 
are built of such large stones that they are 
known as the cyclopean ruins. They are 
great boulders, unhewn, unshapen, and ap- 
parently untouched by a stonecutter’s tools. 
The large interspaces between these boul- 
ders are filled with smaller stones, and the 
outer facing was probably covered with 
plaster, certainly at the entrances and gate- 
ways. ‘ 

Tiryns was fabled to have been founded 
by King Proetus. Its acropolis was built 
on a rock rising abruptly from the marshy 
plain, three miles from the Gulf of Nau- 
plia, on the Peloponnesus side. It was the 
early home of Herakles. The walls and 
palaces were carefully described and illus- 
trated. Within the outer cyclopean walls, 
which were pierced by galleries as means of 
entrance and exit, were the royal palace, 
the temples, and the other buildings that 
clustered around the kingly residence. 

The professor accepts the legend of Proe- 
tus, and ascribes the great palace to his 
reign. It is typical of the period. It fronts 
a large inclosed court, and is entered by 
two immense doors between the outer 
walls and two pillars. Beyond the fore- 
hall is a large inner hall. and beyond this 
is the main hall of the palace. The apart- 
ments intended for men, or the megaron, 
and those intended for women were illus- 
trated. 

The ornamentation of the inner halls of 
the palace, as shown by the excavations, 
is of peculiar interest, as it is an evidence 
of the accuracy of Homer, and is, in turn, 


a proof that this was one of the Homeric 
palaces. Homer described the decorations 
of blue glass, of silver and gold, and of 
alabaster, All this‘has been found exactly 
as described. The blue glass was evident- 
ly Egyptian. The frieze was inlaid with 
this glass, and silver and gold and ala- 
poster have been found in the rich decora- 
ons, : 

Mycenae was also fully illustrated. In its 
general features its ruins resembled those 
of Tiryns. It has been endowed with 
greater historic and poetic interest by 
the finding there of gold ornaments and 
of the famous ‘‘ Nestor goblet” of gold 
supposed to have been described by Homer. 

Inside the oyclopean walls are a circular 
agora, or assembly piace, the tumulus or 
burial mound of the kings, and the ruins of 
the palace and temples. Here is the fa- 
mous “lion gate,’’ or door, so-called from 
the sculptured lions’ above it. The ruins 
show that in front of this gate stand two 

illars, supporting an ornamental facade, 
fh which were the lions. 

The tumulus is entered by a gallery. In- 
side it is a great dome, fifty-four feet 
across, built of stones, and the top was 
ornamented with stars and moon of gold, 
to simulate the sky. It was in this kingly 
burial ground that Schliemann found the 
gold ornaments and jewels. One of these 
was a gold diadem and another was the 
“Nestor goblet.’”” The gg is large ard 
solid, and its two handles are ornamented 
by two birds with outstretched wings. 

Homer has described just such a goblet, 
and it may be that this was the one so 
pictured and immortalized in his verse. For 
this reason it is.called the “‘ Nester goblet.”’ 

In the time of Pausanias, tradition stated 
that the graves at Mycepae were those of 
Atrens, Agamemnon, and Cassandra. 

The lecture concluded with pictures of 
the ruins at Midea, near the modern Greek 
town of Dendra. 

Prof. Dérpfeld said that the discoveries 
on the Argive Plain have opened a new 
chapter in the history of art, and laid stress 
upon the assistance théSe discoveries had 
already given in the reconstruction of old 
Hellenic art and life.

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TO MAKE GOOD CITIZENS. 


Prominent Educators in Brooklyn 


Discuss Methods of Teaching. 


Under the auspices of the Brooklyn In- 
stitute of Arts and Sciences, a conference 
was held yesterday afternoon in the Art 
Building on ‘“ The Training of Students 
for Citizenship.” The audience was com- 
prised principally of teachers and others 
directly {interested in educational work. 
The conference was presided over by Will- 
fam A. McAdam, Principal of the Pratt 
Institute, 

The Rev. Charles F. Dole of Boston said 
it was very evident that the schools of the 
country did not accomplish enough in the 
training of students for citizenship. He 
suggested a Supervisor of Civil Govern- 
ment who should be in touch with the 
teachers and the school children. 

Principal William L. Felterof School No. 15 
said the Brooklyn school system was over- 
loaded with heavy study of a scholastic 
character. “There is not enough training 
that will fit the students for American citi- 
zenship. He suggested the observance of 
the day before election, the Fourth of July, 
Decoration Day, and other days about the 
time of opening and closing the schools, as 
timely for exercises that would impress 
upon the students some idea of the im- 
portance of patriotic sentiments. 

“I want to see flags on all public build- 
ings,’’.he said. ‘*‘ We cannot have too many 
of them. When I see a flag waving from a 
building it makes me feel that my interests 
are united with those of every other citi- 
zen of this broad land. This idea should 
be instilled into the minds of our school 
children.”’ 

Warren L. Starkey of Paterson, N. J., 
spoke of the training of young men for 
active business life. There is not enough 
uiscrimination, he said, as to what line of 
training students should pursue during their 


latter years at school. Many of them would 
be better fitted for true patriotic citizens 
if they were given more practical training. 

William E. Chanceller of Brooklyn also 
spoke.

Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton is not at 
all disturbed by the action taken at the 
National Women’s Christian Temperance 
convention, in St. Louis on Tuesday, in re- 
gard to the ‘‘ Woman’s Bible,’’ which is so 
largely the product of her brain. In fact, 
Mrs. Stanton is very much of the opinion 
that the resolutions passed discountenanc- 
ing the work in every way will give it no in- 
considerable boom and thereby increase its 
financial welfare and that of its publishers. 
“Why,” said Mrs. Stanton, speaking of 
the matter yesterday, ‘“‘ when the Woman’s 
Suffrage Association passed a resolution last 
year repudiating the ‘Woman's Bible,’ 
there was a great demand for it on all 
sides, and we sold the entire edition within 
three months. I have always said that 
suffrage was not an event ta be looked for- 
ward to in the immediate fiture, and we 
had no need to be politic. Agitation has 
been what we have needed, and I suggest- 
ed that a demand be made by women for 
I have written in- 
numerable letters and resolutions upon the 
subject, but the letters have been put into 
the waste basket and the resolutiqns tabled. 
The position given women in the Bible is 
degraded. In arranging for this commen- 
tary upon the parts of the Old Testament 
I wrote hundreds of letters to women of all 
sects and religions asking them to assist. 
In the meantime Miss Willard and Lady 
Henry Somerset, who were just about to 
start. for England, came to see me. They 
remained for two or three hours, I and told 
them my views. I was surprised with the 
liberality with which they accepted them. 
I asked them if they would not like to be 
associated with the work and make any 
commentaries, and as strong as they liked. 
They agreed, and their names were printed 
when the ‘Woman's Bible’ came out, as 
editors. Great exception was taken to this 
by members of the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, and Miss Willard asked to’ 
have her name withdrawn, saying she had 
not understood that the book was to be so 
radical, though I had bere her my ideas 
fully. This is the first National convention 
since the ‘ Bible’ came out, and this meth- 
od is taken to assure the world that Miss 
Willard has nothing to do with it. The sub- 
ject has been brought up in smaller bodies 
of the union before.- I do not: think any 
personal reflection upon me is intended, and 
Miss Willard and I are very good friends. 
I receive very pleasant letters from her.”

LEGAL NOTES. 


A novel application was passed on yester- 
day by Justice MacLean of the Supreme 
Court. The parties to a divorce suit, whose 
hames are not divulged, joined in asking 
that the decree of absolute divorce recently 
granted in their case be set aside, they hav- 
ing now become reconciled. After Justice 
MacLean had refused the application, he 
was earnestly urged to reconsider his de- 
cision. ‘“‘ After considerate reflection,’ he 
says, ““I am of opinion that, whatever be 
the power of the Supreme Court over its 
own judgments, a Justice thereof should 
not, upon mere consent and request, how- 
ever solemnly expressed, set aside a judg- 
ment of divorce duly recovered and entered. 
The way to give practical effect to recon- 
ciliation is indicated by statute... Even if 
that be not the only way, that way is so 
plainly pointed out as to make it preferable, 
whatever the prejudices and repentance of 
either or both of the parties.” 
referred to is the section of the code pro- 
hibiting the party adjudged to be guilty 
from marrying again until the death of the 
plaintiff, which contains the proviso that 
that section ‘‘does not prevent the remar- 
riage of the parties to the action.” 

*,* 

A case which has been four times tried 
and three times heard in the Court of Ap- 
peals, was yesterday on the calendar of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court. 
Joseph H. Choate represents one side and 
Edward M. Grout the other. The action is 
for damages for breach of covenant of quiet 
enjoyment and of warranty. The present 
appeal is from judgment given in favor of 
the plaintiff, Sarah M. Mygatt, on the last 
trial for $34,613. The case involves title to 
a piece of real estate in Brooklyn, and was 
brought upon a covenant of George S. Coe, 
who joined as husband in his wife’s deed 
conveying the property in 1867, the question 
being whether his covenants ran with the 
land in favor of the plaintiffs, who are re- 
mote mortgagees. Judgment for the plain- 
tiff on the first trial was reversed by the 
Court of Appeals on the ground that the de- 
fendant was a stranger to the title; judg- 
ment for the defendant on the second trial 
was reversed by that court because of con- 
flicting findings of fact, and the judgment 
for the plaintiffs on thé third trial was 
also reversed on the ground that the evi- 
dence did not warrant the finding that de- 
fendant had possession of and an interest 
in the property. After the last trial, but 
before decision was rendered, George S. Coe 
died, and the action was continuéd against 
Edward P, Coe as ancillary executor.

The Appellate Division has passed on an 
entirely new question affecting the relation 
of landlord and tenant, deciding that the 
rule that where a tenant for a year holds 
over after the expiration of his term, the 
lease, at the option of the landlord, will be 
held to have been rénewed for another year, 
would not be affected by the fact that the 
tenant’s holding over was not voluntary, 
but was necessitated by the sickness of a 
member of his family. Jeremiah J. Mullen, 
who leased a house from Albert Herter for 
one year, ending May 1, 1895, notified the 
latter several months before that date that 
he would surrender the property at the end 
of the year. When that time came, how- 
ever, Mullen’s mother, who was a@ member 
of his family, was sick of a disease which 
confined her to her bed, and to have moved 
her from the house would have aggravated 
her disease and endangered her life. Mullen 
was compelled to continue in occupation for 
two weeks after the term of the lease had 
expired. The court, on appeal, unanimous- 
ly affirms judgment for plaintiff in an ac- 
tion by Herter against Mullen for rent, 
helding that the rule of law referred to 
would not be varied in a case like the pres- 
ent, and that no such qualification as 
whether the holding was voluntary should 
be or could be safely imported into it. “It 
would make the landlord rather than the 
tenant suffer by reason of a misfortune to 
the tenant, which he and not the landlord 
should bear the burden of.” Justice Will- 
iams gives the opinion.

An interesting case has just been decided 
by the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court. Action was brought by the Union 
Square Bank against the late firm of Bost- 
wick, Rieck & Co., wine dealers, on a prom- 
issory note for $2,500. The bank endeav- 
ored to hold Theodor Reichmann, the opera 
singer, liable for the amount of the note, 
claiming that he was a parther in the firm. 
Mr. Reichrgann denied that he was a part- 
ner. His deposition was taken, in his own 
behalf, under letters rogatory, at Vienna, 
Austria, by the Imperial Royal County 
Court of Vienna. It was offered in evidence 
here at the trial, but was excluded by the 
Supreme Court on the ground that the in- 
terrogatories annexed to the letters were 
put and answered in German, althoygh no 
order was made by our court authorizing 
the translation of the questions. The Ap- 
pellate Division reverses the decision of the 
trial court, holding that in sueh cases, the 
foreign court, being asked to do a favor for 
us, may properly follow its own meth- 
ods of procedure and take depositions 
in its own language. The Court holds 
further that our Legislature intention- 
ally omitted to provide a method for 
executing letters rogatory, thereby leav- 
ing their execution to be governed by 
the rules of the civil law, whence they are 
derived. The issuance of such letters is au- 
thorized by Section 913 of the Code of Civ!) 
Procedure, and, although that section has 
been in force many years, it has never be- 
fore been construed by any court. Abra- 
ham L. Fromme represented the bank on 
the argument before the Appellate Divis- 
ion. Mr. Reichmann was represented by 
Maginnis & Blackwell.

it is in all probavility a compliment to 
Evangelist D. L. Moody and his singing 
co-worker, Ira D. Sankey, that a good por- 
tion of the audience which filled Cooper 
Union yesterday afternoon consisted of per- 


sons, male and female, who have been daily 
attendants at the revival meetings there. 
The congregation showed a great spirit of 
eagerness to participate heartily in the 
Services and suffer the inconvenience of 
crowding in some cases. Commander Bal- 
lington Booth and his private secretary, 
Cél. G. H. Hamminton, were among those 
who had seats on the platform. The Rev. 
S. VY. Robinson was there as usual to be 
courteous to all. 

.Sobs and tears took to some extent the 
place of that cheeriness which Mr. Moody's 
method of preaching provokes. A very 
earnest Philadelphia clergyman, the Rev. 
Dr. J. Wilbur “Chapman, was the preacher 
on this occasion. His style is more of the 
pleading minister than the simple presenter 
of biblical facts, but he is a man who car- 
ries his hearers’ sympathies with him. 
There seemed to have been much more 
spirit in the singing of both choir and 
audience, too. 

Substituting two colored men of clerical 
appearance for the two women who created 
the scene at the meeting of the previous 
afternoon, there was at this meeting an- 
other outburst of tears. While Dr. Chap- 
inan was speaking of the good work done 
in. London: by Mrs. Booth, the wife of 
the General, and a scene which took place 
by the side of her coffin, the first of the 
colored men referred to, began sobbing 
aloud, evidently to the discomfiture of the 
tearned doctor, and he kept on sobbing, his 
head covered by his hands, for several min- 
utes. His dark-skinned brother reached the 
lachrymose point a few minutes later, when 
Dr. Chapman was asking those who would 
from that moment surrender themselves to 
God@’s service to stand up and say the words 
“TIT will.” The colored man rushed forward 
through one of the aisles, and after several 
futile attempts, at length succeeded in 
using with distinctness the words of prom- 
ise that were being exacted by the preacher. 

Mr. Sankey opened the service. The choir 
fang the hymn of temperance, ‘ Take 
Courage, Temperance Workers.” Mr. San- 
key then called for the singing of ‘‘ Take 
Meas I Am.” 

“The origin of this hymn,” said the evan- 
gelical chanter, “is worth mentioning. A 
Scotch minister was asked by a little girl 
how she might be saved. ‘ Lassie,’ replied 
the minister, ‘go home and say your prayers 
and read your Bible, and you will be all 
right.’ The little girl could not read, and 
Bhe said: ‘Ah, I canna pray.’ Then falling 
on her knees she exclaimed: ‘ Jesus, tak’ 
meas lam.’ Mrs. Hamilton of Edinburgh 
wrote the hymn when she heard the story, 
the first verse of which is:

First Convention Ended with the Se- 
lection of Officers and a Reception 
at Sherry’s—An Armenian 
Resolution Tabled. 


The first convention of the Council of 
Jewish Women was brought to an end yes- 
terday with the election of officers at the 
Tuxedo and a brilliant reception and series 
of addresses at Sherry’s. 

The business session was a lively one. 
First there was offered a resolution ex- 
pressing the sympathy of the council for 


the Armenians, and when it had been read, 
Mrs. Frederick Nathan of this city was on 
her feet, indignant. 

“There is a great difference of opinion,” 
she said, “‘as to whether the Armenians 
are persecuted or not. A great many peo- 
Pile believe that the Armenians brought their 
trouble on themselves. There is a feeling 
that political intrigues have a great deal to 
do with their misfortunes. In any event I do 
uot think it is in the province of thig con- 
vention to fix the blame.” 

A lively discussion followed, of which 
the keynote was that it would be unwise 
for the Jewish women of America to pub- 
licly sympathize with the Armenians lest 
the Turks turn their attention in retalia- 
tion on the Jews in Armenia. The resolu- 
tion was laid on the table. 

A resolution expressing the gratitude of 
the council for the improved condition of 
Jews in Russia and the hope that all re- 
ligious persecution would cease was enthu- 
siastically adopted. 

The Sabbath question has been: provoca- 
tive of discussion at the sessions of the 
convention. A resolution was introduced at 
yesterday morning’s meeting urging the 
members of the council to do all in their 
power to prevent thé desecration of the 
Jewish Sabbath. Mrs. Rebekah Kohut, 
President of the New-York section, advo- 
cated the adoption of this resolution. 

“ Let the bread-winners who have to work 
on the Sabbath do so,” she said, “‘ but let 
all of us who have no reason to work 
observe the Sabbath and refrain from doing 
those things which do us no good and which 
win no favor from our Christian sisters.” 

“It seems to me,” said Miss Elizabeth 
Hirschfield of Buffalo, ‘“‘ that it is beyond 
the purpose of this convention to inter- 
fere with the convictions of any member. 
This is a matter of theological controversy 
and not for us to decide.” 


Nominations Are Made. 


It was suggested that Rabbi H. P. Mendes 
discuss the question, but a motion to‘allow 
him to take the platform was defeated on 
the ground that he is not a member of the 
council. Then the resolution as to Sab- 
bath observance was carried, but not with- 
out vigorous protest. 

The Nominating Committee made these 
selections of officers: President—Mrs. Han- 
rah G. Solomon of Chicago; First Vice 
President—Mrs: Sophie Beer of New-York; 
Second Vice. President—Mrs:. A. Wiener 
ef Cleveland, Ohio; Corresponding Sec- 
retary--Miss Sadie. American of Chicago; 
Recording Secretary—Miss Gertrude Berg of 
Philadelphia; Treasurer—Mrs. Bertha A. 
Selz of Chicago. 

As THE’ New-YorK Times of yesterday 


‘ indicated, the nominations were the basis 


of a conflict. ‘Scarcely had the reading of 
the list been finished when Mrs. Mendola de 
Sola of Montreal was on her feet. 

I feel deeply,’ she said, “ the unpleas- 
antness of having to differ in a matter of 
this kind, where unanimity and harmony 
should prevail; but peace at ‘any price can- 
not hold good where the price is the sacri- 
fice of principle and the sacrifice of what so 
many of us think is essential to the highest 
interests of our religion. 

** Hence I must make another nomination 
for President. . If this council stands for 
anything it stands for Judaism, and if 
Judaism stands for anything it stands for 
God, and God is law. Muth as I regret it, 
I cannot think that our loyalty to that law 
makes it impossible for us to vote for any 
lady to be President of the Jewish Council 
who does not consecrate the seventh day as 
the Sabbath. I declare for God and His law, 
and I therefore move that, inasmuch as this 
convention stards for that, and just that 
the President must be one who consecrates 
Saturday, and not Sunday, as the Sabbath, 
and I therefore nominate Mrs. Minnie D. 
Louls for President.” 


Mrs, Solomon Re-elected. 


“I emphatically decline,” said Mrs. Loula, 
“I will not accept the office of President, 
and I am very sorry that my name has 
been used. I am sorry that Mrs. De Sola 
did not tell me she intended to nominate 
me. I would not have allowed it.” 

Mrs. Louis paid a tribute to the merit and 


the work of Mrs. Solomon, and the dele- 
gates cheered, 

“I allow nobody to interfere with me as 
to what day I shall set apart as the Sab- 
bath,” said Mrs, Solomon spiritedly. net |

Rabbi Mendes gave the benediction, and 
the work of the convention was over. 

The delegates and their friends were so 
numerous at Sherry’s in the afternoon that 
the hall and the rooms adjoining were not 
large enough to hold them, and _ several 
hundred could not even reach the floor, on 
which the exercises were held. The conven- 
tion has been remarkable from the first for 
the beauty and elaborateness of the gowns 
of the delegates. The gathering yesterday 
afternoon was the most brillia,' of all.

EAST RIVER TUNNEL. 


Mr. Esler Says It May Be Completed 
in Eight Months. 


It was announced yesterday by Frederick 
B. Esler, counsel for the New-York and 
Brooklyn Railroad Company, which pro- 
poses to build a tunnel under the East 
River, that the work will be pushed with all 
speed, and that the tunnel will probably be 
completed within the next eight months. 

As an evidence of good faith, the com- 
pany has just published its articles of in- 
corporation, an act necessary under the rail- 
road law, which provides that an advertise- 
ment shall be pubilshed in a paper in each 
county through which the proposed line is to 
operate three weeks before active con- 
struction can be undertaken. The company 
has also retained the well-known engineer- 
ing firm of Sooysmith & Co. of this city as 
supervising engineers. It was said that sev- 
eral contracts have been, or are about to be, 
awareed. 

From what can be learned, the refusal of 
the Brooklyn Aldernien to permit the lo- 
cation of the Brooklyn terminal in the vi- 
cinity of the City Hall has wrought no 
hardship to the company. Counsel Esler 
affects to regard the opposition as a fort- 
unate circumstance. 

The company has secured a good terminal 


site on the water front at the foot of Fulton. 


Street, on Furman Street. The Brooklyn 


water front being under the jurisdiction of 
New-York, the company is thereby enabled 
to save $1,000,000 on the cost of construc- 
tion and a bonus which ‘otherwise it would 
have to pay to Brooklyn. . ‘ 
There is every. prospect that a-close traf- 
fic arrangement will be made with the 
Brooklyn surface roads, and that a five-cent 
fare only will be charged from the New- 
York terminal to any point in Brooklyn. 





LOVE SWAYED EVIDENCE. 


Queer Trial Involving Hell’s Kitch- 
en’s Denizens. 


The locality in the neighborhood of 
Eleventh Avenue and Thirty*ninth Street 
has the name of Hell’s Kitchen. The nature 
of the locality and its people has been 
illustrated in a trial which has been going 
on before Judge Freedman and a jury, dur- 
ing the present week. 

Charles Olsson sued for the death of his 
child, claiming that the death of the child 
was caused by a truck belonging to the 
Fifth Avenue Stage Company. The truck 
was engaged in the laudable occupation of 
carrying grain for the nourishment of the 
horses of the stage company. 

The plaintiff’s little boy, who was playing 
among the steam car tracks, ran in front 
of the truck, and was run over. Plaintiff 
claimed $25,000, and the denizens of the 
Kitchen rallied enthusiastically to his sup- 
port. Some of them swore to a straight 
case against the driver and ‘his employers. 
A young woman of the neighborhood then 
declared that plaintiff's main witness had 
been engaged in courting her at the time 
and not in looking at the truck, and hence 
the witness could not have seen the acci- 
dent and the truck. 

Various law students and others likewise 
deposed that plaintiff's witnesses had de- 
clared that, in return for their testimony, 
they expected to get shares out of the $25,- 
000 to be recovered 

Another young woman of the neighbor- 
hood, who testified for the defendant, was 
instantly contradicted by her own brother, 
who swore that she was then sick in bed 
and therefore could not have seen the ac- 
cident. , ‘ 

Plaintif#s counsel claimed that the wo- 
men were all influenced by slighted love, 
plaintiff's. witnesses. having jilted one or 
more of them. Finally, the jury solved the 
difficulty by bringing in a2 verdict for the 
aefendant, ;who was represented by William 
G. Peckham and John De Witt Warner. 





COAL SUPPLY FOR THE POOR. 


Nathan Straus Obtains Permission to 
Establish a Bin, 


The Dock Board at its meeting yesterday 
received a letter from Nathan Straus ask- 
ing permission to erect ccal bins and ticket 
houses on the piers at the foot of East 
Third Street and at the foot of West Fifty- 
second Street for the distribution of coal 
to the poor, as has been his practice for 
several Winters past. 

Secretary Terry called attention to the 
fact that the East Third Street pier had 
already been designated for a roof garden, 
and that repairs were to be made on the 
West Fifty-second Street pier. He recom- 
mended that to Mr. Straus be granted per- 


mission to erect a coal bin on the reclaimed 
land directly south of Stanton Street, and 
that he be permitted to have canal boats 
discharge coal at the Stanton Street pier. 
The board agreed accordingly.

The board also contracted with 
the United Gas Improvement Company for 
300. gas lamps:at $34.50 per light, and with 
the New-York and New-Jersey Globe Gas- 
light Company for 300 oil lamps, for $20.74 
per lamp. The contracts are to begin Dec. 1. 
A former board made a five years’ contract 
for lighting the city under Mayor Cleve- 
land’s administration, and the courts set 


it aside. It was claimed that the board 
had no right to make a contract beyond 
the legal term of its members. The court 
did not pass upon that question, however, 
but set the contract aside because its con- 
struction was legally defective.

AGAINST THE NEW SYSTEM 


TEACHERS OBJECT TO BOARD OF 
_ EDUCATION MANUAL. 





Elijah D. Clark of the Teachers’ and 
Miss Montfort of the Grammar 
Principals’ Association Give 
Their Reasons for Such 
Opposition. 


Perhaps no measures ever suggested by a 
committee of the Board of Education of 
this city have aroused such determined op- 
position from the Principals and teachers 
as those sections of the new by-laws which 


relate to the examination and licensing of 
teachers, their assignment to duty, their 
tenure of office, and the grading of the sal- 
aries on the basis of a time and merit sys- 
tem. Principals and teachers alike object 
to many of the proposed alterations and 
almost unanimously say that a system that 
involves frequent and wholesale transfers 
cannot but work to the injury of the 
schools. 

The new manual-has not yet been adopt- 
ed by the Board of Education. It was 
formulated by a committee composed of 
Commissioners Prentiss, Hubbell, Beneville, 
Ketchum, and Pearslee. It was expected 
to be brought up for discussion at Wednes- 
day’s meeting, but in deference to a re- 
quest from Elijah D. Clark, President of 
the Teachers’ Association, who asked that 
a committee of the association be heard 
on the subject, a postponement was taken. 
Yesterday Mr. Clark received an intimation 
from Commissioner Prentiss that the com- 
mittee would be pleased to meet a com- 
mittee from the Teachers’ Association Fri- 
day, afternoon. 

As the Principals and teachers have not 
received copies of the new manual, and as 
their requests for enlightenment as to its 
details have been answered by regrets that 
no extra copies had been printed, the com- 
mittee of eight appointed by President 
Clark met in the lecture hall of the Col- 
lege of the City of New-York yesterday 
and decided to ask that the meeting be 
held one day next week instead of to-day. 


The Objectionable Sections. 


Under the new rules the salaries of the 
Principalships are graded according to the 
attendance at the schools. A Principal 
drawing the maximum salary, if the’attend- 
ance at his school is less than that at some 
other school, would be transferred to the 
higher graded school, as would a teacher 
who by length of service became entitled 
to a higher rate of pay than was given to 


the class he or she was teaching. The sub- 
stitute teachers now receiving salaries low- 
er than the new schedule will not be en- 
titled to the increase until January, 1898. 

The method of examination and licensing 
divides the teachers into three grades, for 
which certificates are to be issued by the 
City Superintendent after the teacher has 
passed an examination before the Board 
of Superintendents. The teacher obtains 
certificate No. 3 with his or her appoint- 
ment. At or before the expiration of seven 
years he or she must pass an examination 
for certificate No. 2, and before another 
seven years, or fourteen in all, are passed, 
he or she must pass for certificate No. 1. 

President Clark of the association is Prin- 
cipal of Grammar School No. 60, at College 
Avenue and Oné Hundred and Forty-fifth 
Street.. A reporter for ‘THE NErw-YoRK 
, Drugs asked him yesterday the reasons for 
his objections ta. the ,new by-laws. 

“The teachers and Principais,’’ he said, 
‘are es much in favor of reforMi, and as 
jealous for the welfare of the schools. as 
are the members of the Board of Educa- 
tion,’ but-the new scheme, as far as it’ re- 
lates to the examining and licensing of 
teachers, the assignments to duty, the ten- 
ure of office, and the grading of salaries, is 
bad. I think that the feeling among the 
live and competent Principals and teachers 
is unanimous in that respect. 

‘“We believe in examinations, but we 
want some details. We want to know that 
the Board of Superintendents will treat all 
alike, and that the second and third exam- 
inations will not be a rehashing of the ex- 
amination for the first license... We want 
the examinations logical to the step upward, 
so that we may show the world at large 
that our scholarship equals the best in the 
educationa! world. 


New Plans Indefinite. 


There is no general interest in the assign- 
ment of substitutes, ‘and there is no defi- 
nite plan as to the assignment of additional 
teachers to a school for the remainder of a 
term. We also wish to understand what 


is meant by the by-laws. They are in- 
definite, one section speaking of a teacher 
failing to pass°-an examination says: ‘ The 
Superintendent shall report, &c.,’ while an- 
other section says that he ‘may report, 
&e.’ Then as regards the salaries. A 
schedule arranged on length of service and 
not on merit, except inasmuch as good re- 
ports for efficiency count, is bad. 

“It seems to me—and I am speaking for 
myself now, although I believe the associa- 
tion will agree with me—that merit must be 
recognized—iength of service also, but merit 
first. If the Board of Education is thor- 
oughly in favor of reform, it shouid reward 
merit and ability rather than award. all 
prizes for length of service. 

“The new scale of salary will drive from 
the profession young men. who feel that 
they would have to wait too long for rec- 
ognition. To obtain a license, the applicant 
must have been graduated from a college. 
His salary for the first year is $840, in- 
creasing annually by $60, so that at the 
end of five years—and no ability or success 
would serve him—he would be making $1,080, 
or rather less than a policeman earns, 

“T have not heard any one connected with 
the schools favor the salary schedule as 
proposed. Even those whose salaries will 
be increased are opposed to it. They, in 
eommon with ali reliable teachers, would 
prefer to have the knowledge that by their 
own ability they may at any time gain 
promotion.” 


Miss Montfort Explains, 


Commissioner Hurlbut, in speaking of the 
rumored opposition to the plan, said that 
the women were not opposed to it, and 
quoted a letter from Miss Carrie Montfort 
of Grammar School No. 57, President of the 


Grammar School Principals’ Association, 
in which she said that she believed the 
grading of salaries according to service and 
merit was ‘‘calculated to do the greatest 
good to the greatest number.” 

“T did not intend by that latter,’’ said 
Miss Montfort, ‘‘ to express my belief that 
the scheme’ proposed was the best that 
could be found. I meant and I believe that 
the proposed grading will be a benefit to 
a large—a very large—number of those 
teachers who have heen teaching for twelve 
or more years, and for whom there is lit- 
tle, if any, chance of promotion. Take 
the teachers in the first grade. The next 
step is the Principalship. All the first grade 
teachers cannot expect. to be Principals 
because there are no vacancies, and there 
cannot be sufficient for all. In approving 
the scheme, I felt that the salaries of that 
large class will be benefited, and that the 
salaries of the lower grades would be ad- 
a later. The schedule for long serv- 
ce will give to those teachers who under 
resent conditions can earn only $1,056, 
$940. and 73, a common maximum of 
1,164. j 
‘ “T think all salaries, especially for the 
younger teachers, should be raised. . Good 
pay means good work. I am not in favor 
of a system of transfers. It would work 
badly for the schools. A good working 
corps of teachers makes the success of a 
school, and — transfers would disar- 
range the work. Our association had a 
meeting with the Primary Schoo! Teachers’ 
Association, and Miss Josephine Rogers, 
President of that association, joined in the 
letter I sent to Commissioner Hurlbut. We 
had no time to ogy ourselves on the new 
manual, and spoke only of the money part 
of it. We did not consider any other por- 
tion.”’ 

Miss Rogers could not be found yesterday 
but she is one of the committee a pointed 
by President Clark to wait on the Board of 
Education. . 


Where Examinations Are Hardships, 

But it is mot only among the employes of 
the Board of Education that there is dis- 
satisfaction with the new plans. A _ gen- 





tleman interested in educational matters, 


who has examined the plans, says, in the 


course of a letter to the editor of THE 


NEw-YoRK TIMEs: 


“ Among other things, it provides for an 
examination of a teacher for a certificate 
of the first grade, after fourteen years’ 
service; very well. Now, if this examina- 
‘tion involved the duties which that teacher 
had been monotonously wrestling with for 
fourteen long years it would be one of the 
few excellent things introduced under the 
régime of the present Superintendent, but 
it is not so. The examination really in- 
volves studies that would make the re- 
cently controverted police civil service 
questions pale into insignificance and rele- 
gate them to the kindergarten class, and do 
you see any fairness in expecting a fifth 
grade primary teacher to do as we!l inthe 
Same examination as a first grade grammar 
teacher? And apart from that—but of it: 
Some of the primary teachers to be ex- 
amined, if this rule is enforced, have been 
teaching twenty, twenty-five, and thirty 
years,-and it is a fact manifest upon its 
own face that the longer a primary teacher 
follows the same routine the iess she is 
fitted to pass an examination of studies 
which she has long since forgotten, and the 
fact that her increased and increasing 
term of service is every day making her 
better fitted for the position she holds is 
seemingly lost sight of entirely. 

“Tt can be easily understood that a wo- 
man who has devoted the best years of her 
life, and possibly the better part ‘of her 
years, to a line of education involving rudi- 
mentary studies cannot be expected to take 
charge of a grammar class, offhand, and to 
turn out scholars.’’ 





STRIKES. ON BIG BUILDINGS. 


Men to Go Out at Broadway and 
Twelfth Street Structure, 


The strike on the St. Paul Building was 
continued yesterday, and the Board of 
Walking Delegates resolved at its Wednes- 
day meeting to extend the strike yester- 
day to the thirteen-story building at Broad- 
way and Twelfth Street, which is also be- 
ing constructed by Contractor Hedden. On 
this building the foreman yesterday offered 
to give work to the varnishers for an en- 
tire week, but they refused the offer, and 
said that they would either do all the hard- 
wood varnishing in the building or not 
work at all. 

Several of the walking delegates called 
at the building in the forenoon, and decided 
that before ordering: their men to strike on 
this building they would consu their re- 
spective unions. 

Delegate Henry of the Wood Carvers said 
that the Building Trades Section of the 
Central Labor Union has sent an order to 
the Elevator Constructors’ Union that it 
must call out its men who are employed 
in the St. Paul Building or stand suspended 
from the section. 

Negotiations are being carried on to get 
the Brotherhood Carpenters, the Amalga- 
mated Carpenters, and the plumbers into 
the Board of Walking Delegates. Several 
of the walking delegates suggested that 
the various carpenters’ unions and the 
stairbuilders form a Central Council to ad- 
just their differences, and that each then 
send a representative to the Board of 
Walking Delegates. The carpenters’ unions 


favored the suggestion, and will hold a con- 
ference within two or three days. 

In regard to the plumbers, the suggestion 
for their returning to the Board of Walking 
Delegates came from the master plumbers, 
said Delegate Henry. The members of the 
Master Plumbers’ Association and their 
union journeymen have a contract that the 
former should employ only union men, and 
the union men, on the ‘other hand, will 
work for none but members of the Mas- 
ter Plumbers’ Association. 

Should the Plumbers’ Union return to the 
Board of Walking Delegates the latter will 
order géneral strikes against all non-union 
plumbers wherever they may be found. 





ROOSEVELT ON EAST SIDE. 


He Tells Charitable Organizations to 
Work with the Police, 


Police .Conimissioner Roosevelt was pres- 
ent at a meeting of the Federation of the 
East Side, at 339 East Fourth Street, yes- 
terday, and learned a few things regarding 
charitable. work on the east side.

The Federation of East Side Workers was 
organized in 1894. Its work is confined to 
the district bounded by Lower Broadway, 
Fourteenth Street, and the East River. .It 
does not seek to supplant any existing chari- 
table society, but designs simply to increase 
the efficiency of benevolent work within a 
definite area. 

Commissioner Roosevelt advised his hear- 
ers to become acquainted with the police 
Captains in their precincts. He said if 
cases came up before charitable organiza- 
tions in which a question of justice was in- 
volved, the police Captains should be con- 
sulted. If the matter was not attended to 


by the Captain, word should be sent to the 
Police Board. The Board of Police Com- 
missioners, he said, was anxious to know 
how Captains dealt with the people in their 
precincts. 

The police ought to work hand in hand 
with charitable institutions, he continued, 
and should know just where to send per- 
sons deserving of aid. A Captain ought to 
know where to send a respectable girl who 
Was out of money, just as much as to know 
where gangs of toughs gathered in his pre- 
cinct. He should not only be a terror to 
the wrongdoers, but also be in accord with 
citizens in his district.

MR. GILROY’S OBJECTION 





NOT IN FAVOR OF A VIADUCT 
RAPID-TRANSIT SCHEME. 


Writes to the Board that He Prefers 
a Third-Track System — George 
L. Rives and Woodbury Lang- 
don Elected Commis- 
sioners. 


George Lockhart Rives and Woodbury, 
Langdon were elected members of the 
Board of Rapid-Transit Commissioners 
yesterday afternoon, to fill the vacancies 
caused by the resignation of Seth Low and 
the death of John H. Inman. 

The meeting of the commission was late 
in forming yesterday, and it was not until 


3:30 P. M. that Presidept Alexander E. Orr 
called the session to order. At that time 
there were present, besides Mr. Orr, Com- 
missioners John H. Starin, John Claflin, 
and Mayor Strong. The meeting was held 
in executive: session. 

The first business was the reception of a 
communication from former Mayor Thomas 
F. Gilroy, in relation to the proposed new. 
rapid-transit route, reported by Chief 
Engineer William B. Parsons, two weeks 
ago. The communication from Mr. Gilroy. 
was as follows: ; 

“I have learned from the newspapers of 
this city and from Mr. Parsons, the chief 
engineer of your board, that the most re- 
cent scheme for rapid transit contemplated 
locating the road from Elm Street to Forty-' 
and 
along Fourth Avenue to One Hundred andi 
Tenth Street, and thence along Lenox 
Avenue or between Lenox Avenue and 
Mount Morris Avenue, on a viaduct to the 
north, then so over the Harlem River. 

“Without referring to any other portion 
than that north of One Hundred and Tenth 
Street, permit me to call your attention to 
the fact that the property to be affected by. 
the proposed route is probably the most 
valuable in Harlem. From One Hundredj 
and Tenth Street and the Central Park to 
One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, and par« 
ticularly, from One Hundred and LEight« 
eenth to One Hundred and Twenty-fourth 
Street, on Lenox Avenue and on Mount 
Morris Avenue is a residential neighbor- 
hood of the first class, and many of the: 
houses affected are worth $50,000 or more 
each. Of course, running the viaduct 
through the centre of the blocks destroys: 
the use of Mount Morris Avenue and, Lenom 
Avenue as a place of residence. 


Prefers an Underground Line. 


“If the road must run up Lenox Avenu@ 
I respectfully suggest that an underground’ 
road is better adapted than a viaduct for 
this locality.. I do not know whether any. 
engineering difficulties present themselveg 
to this project, but on the face of it there 
appears to be none, the avenue being 150 
feet wide and the foundation of the build- 
ings quite shallow. Or probably the line of 
Fifth Avenue north of One Hundred. and 
Tenth Street, under Mount Morris Park, 
and across the Harlem River, would pre-' 
sent a more feasible scheme, as it would 
certainly be more useful as an east side 
line. In any event, I trust your honorable 
board will carefully consider the alternative 
lines I have briefly presented before finally, 
determining upon the line through the, cén- 
tre of the blocks between Mount Morris Ave- 
nue and Lenox Avenue. 

** Perhaps it would not be considered: out 
of place for me to call the attention of 
your commission to the fact that even 
should your commission’ decide now on 2, 


-plan of construction it would necessarily 


be a number of years before the public 
would be benefited thereby. The need for 
immediate relief is pressing and absolute. 
This can be secured at once by granting 
to the present elevated roads the right to 
construct a third track on the Bowery and’ 
Third Avenue, and if necessary on Second 
Avenue, for the east side, and on Green- 
wich Street and Ninth Avenue, and, if pos- 
sible, on the Sixth Avenue line for the west 
side. These should be supplemented by a 
loop at the Battery and at the northeast 
end of the island, so that continuous trains 
might be run all around the city for one 
fare. This would also afford the desired 
terminal facilities, and would furnish the 
needed rapid transit at once and for years 
to come. This work, if authorized by your 
board, could be completed very quickly, as 
the third track on Ninth and Third Ave- 
nues is already more than half built. 

‘“T am quite certain that this, or some 
such plan, would receive popular approval, 
and be welcomed by the residents of the 
North End with delight and very great re- 
spect.”’ :

“The selling which has been going on 
since election has, in my opinion, been real- 
izing, The people who botight stocks in 
‘July and August, when the depression was 
on, have been taking their profits, which in 
many cases have been large. Yet with all 
of this realizing and the additional short 
selling which has accompanied it, the mar- 
ket has yielded very little. In the face of 
adverse news and heavy selling it has shown 
strength which has been remarkable. 

“As to the foreign buying of our stocks, 
the high ratés for money in London has 
operated largely against that. When money 
abroad gets cheapér you will find London 
buying Americans. But from our advices 
from the other side there is yet no prospect 
of lower rates in London. There is quite 
a good demand for money in Europe, and 
there are signs of its continuing. 

“The stock market to-day has shown 
more Snap than for sevéral days past. Give 
us @ little more real activity and the public 
will résume the buying which this decline 
interrupted. Outsiders néver do much when 
the market is quiet and sagging. It takes 
activity to bring them in. 

“Oné factor that is operating against an 
advance is the stop put to the grain move- 
ment by the higher'pricés for wheat. The 
farmers névér séll in an advancing market, 
and this fact is telling on railroad earnings. 
The recent décreases shown by the compa- 
nies’ reports are not calculated to promote 
a bull movement. 

“I believe that stocks are a purchase on 
every weakness. We will soon see another 
upward movement that will give substan- 
tial profits on the bull side.” 





READING ECONOMIES. 

A story illustrative of the economies be- 
ing practiced by the new Réading manage- 
ment comes by way of Philadelphia and 
tells of a wholesale slashing of the rentals 
for several of Reading’s leased lines. 

It appears that Mr. Charles H. Coster, 
in going over the accounts of the com- 
pany, discovered that in many cases the 
rentals paid on leased roads were larger 
than the profits coming from them. Here 
was a chance for economy, and Mr. Cos- 
ter promptly took advantage of it. He 
selected the Catawissa Railroad, on the 
stock of which the Reading Company is 
paying 7 per cent., as the first point of 
attack. 

Going to the Catawissa Directors, Mr. 
Coster asked for a reduction of the rental 
to 5 per cent. The Directors declined to 
consider the proposition. Then Mr. Cos- 
ter diplomatically suggested that a line 
parallel to the Catawissa could very easily 
be built and reminded the company’s offi- 
cials that they had no equipment with 
which to operate their own line. 

The Catawissa officials gave in, and the 
rehtal was fixed at 5 per cent. Then Mr. 
Coster turned his attention to other fields, 
and reduced the rental of the Chestnut 
Hill Railroad from 12 per cent. to 6 per 
cent., that of the Little Schuylkill from 8 
to 5 per cent., and that of the Mine Hill 
from 8 per cent. to 6 per cent. Numerous 
barnacles on the Reading company are 
now receiving Mr. Coster’s attention. 

Economies of this sort mean money to 
pay the interest on a number of other 
Reading bonds, and they show the energy 
with which the new management is work- 
ing to make Reading a prosperous property. 





IRON TRADE IMPROVEMENT. 

From all quarters comes the news of im- 
provement ir the iron and steel trades, and 
of prospects of a steady revival in business. 
A good indication of the general feeling is 
the current trade review of The Iron Age, 
which says: 

“There is a widely prevalent feeling in 
the iron trade that the hysterical ‘‘ boom- 
ing’’ to which many have lent themselves 
lately is doing vastly more harm than 
good. It is raising expectations which are 
doomed to meet with:disappointment. In 
fact, there is an unudertone of that kind 
even now. There is being urged in favor 
of an early and substantial rise in prices 
that the whole country is bare of, stocks, 
and that the requirements for replenishing 
are alone sufficient to make a rushing de- 
mand. It is urged, too, that the country 
is generally down at the heels and ragged, 


so far as repairs and renewals of equip- 


ment and plant: are concerned. People 
point to the rise in cereals and discourse 
about the effect which that must have upon 
buying on the part of farmers. 

“All this is conceded, and is the foun- 
dation upon which the expectation of a 
strong revival in business rests. The only 
question is how soon the improvement will 
come, how much headway it will secure, 
and how long it will last. The sanguine 
insist that it is coming now and is going 
to be tremendous. The conservatives ex- 
pect a gradual and moderate improvement. 
They say that it takes time to finance 
new undertakings, and that, above all, this 
is not the season in which the iron trade 
can expect much. In fact, the early Win- 
ter months have usually made a very sat- 
isfactory record, when they have not wit- 
nessed a savage fighting for work and ugly 
cuts in prices. it is the season of the 
year when outdoor work is suspended in 
many lines of consumption of iron and 
steel. If matters shape themselves favora- 
bly, it is the second half of January, Feb- 

ruary, and March which brings out the 
Spring and early Summer requirements, 
and starts the mills running double turn. 

“The bessemer steel pool has been put 
into decidedly better shape, from the stand- 
point of its members. The new arrange- 
ments have more vitality, because they are 
fairer, and that, too, may brush aside 
doubts in the minds of those who have 
the plans ready for their own steel plants 
and cause them to go ahead.”

Chicago, Burlington and Quihcy sells ex 
dividend to-day. In this stock a particular- 
ly sharp contest goes on between the bull 
and bear speculators. The Wall Street 
News remarks: 

“Boston is bullish on Burlington stock, 
but it is of the variety known as vocal. 
A vocal bill is one who uses wind instead 
of cash in endeavoring to advance the price 
of a stock, and as a rule his success is just 
about as substantial as the means em- 
ployed. We think those disposed to buy Bur- 
lington and Quincy are familiar with its 
merits, but at the Hub they think other- 
wise, and yesterday sent over the foliowing 
assortment of bull arguments, and labeled 
them ‘new facts’ 

“‘ First—Rates were restored on Nov. 2. 

*“Second—Westbound business has been 
very poor, or earnings: would have shown 
better before this 

“Third—The company’s car movement 
and receipts show an improving business 
this closing quarter of the year. 

‘“Fourth—The company will come very 
near to earning its 4 per cent. dividends 
this calendar year. , 

“Fifth—The business for the crop year 
from June 30 ought to show nearer 5 per 
cent. than 4 per cent. earned. 

‘‘Sixth—The company has this year the 
very biggest crops ever gathered on its 
lines, and for the long haul, as in Nebraska, 
where the crops were poor last year, they 
are unprecedently large this year. 

“ Seventh—Boston knows that in Bufling- 
ton and Quincy stock $1.50 worth of proper- 
ty is selling for only about 80 cents. 

“There is no law compelling any one to 
swallow this stuff, although there is a 
great deal of truth in it. If Boston will 
only stop talking and do a little more buy- 
ing, Burlington and Quincy will sell much 
higher.”’

The dry goods market is still steady, without 
special feature in any grade, except in prints, 
which show an ng ene life and strength. 
Buyers continue to throng commission houses 
and jobbers’ stores, but their purchases are not 
heavy, and the impression is given that they 
are simply ‘‘ filling in’’ stocks, which had been 
allowed to become scant and unsatisfactory be- 
fore the day of election. The auction sales, too, 
have detracted from the normal interest in the 
regular market, and all branches of the trade 
suffer therefrom. 

Staple cottons are still in quiet demand; the 
eall for bleached goods is of searcely better pro- 
portions, but for brown sheetings and drills for do- 
mestic use is of fair proportions; there is a 
deatth of demand for brown goods suitable for 
export; small shipments of to Eastern 
ports is to be expected at this time of year, but 
the minimum of exports is emphasized by the 
extraordinary high rate of ocean freights; demins, 
ticks, stripes, and other coarse colored cottons 
are in steady demand at firm prices; cotton flan- 
nels and blankets are reasonably active, with 
many buyers in the market. 

Print cloths are less lively than heretofore. 
Regular cloths at Fall River are still quoted at 
2%c. Bids at that figure continue to be made 
for January and February delivery, but these are 
persistently refused by sellers. ~ Ss are 
selling slowly. They are quoted on a print cloth 

. The sales of the week will probably aver- 
age 400,000 pieces, a much heavier record than 
for many weeks in the past. 

Prints are firm and active in all lines. A 
marked demand for dark, fancy calicoes is still 
felt in the trade, while inquiries for Spring de- 
signs in light colors continue to increase. Staples, 
such as Turkey reds, indigo blues, mournings, 
and grays, are in steady request, and orders are
